CAST-OFF CHILDREN HUDDLED | Li 
IN COAL BIN. 


Practically Deserted by Father, 
They Are Found by Officer of 
Humane Society, Which Has no 
Funds for Their Care—“Most Piti- 
ful Case,” Says Miss Mathewson. 


Three little pitkaninnies huddled to- 
gether in a coal bin were found early 
yesterday morning by a humane officer 
and placed in charge of Miss Mathew- 
son of the society. They are the chil- 
dren of a negro named Smith, who is 
worthless and who has practically: de- 
serted his motherless offspring. 


wooly heads of the little tots under 
the care of Mrs. Maxwell of No. 715 
East Third street, but, as he owes the 
woman $47, and as she is a hard-work- 
ing negress, with little enough for her 
own family, she decided tffat her chari- 
tyble nature was being imposed upon 
and refused to harbor them longer. 

The father refusing to take them 
away, she appealed to the court, but 
nothing was done in the matter. 
Finally, in desperation, she turned 
them into the street Friday evening 
and informed the father. 

Pa Smith managed to go down there, 
but instead of taking them away he 
sneaked them into the back yard and 
put them to bed in a coal box, pulling 
a piece of gunny sack over the top to 
keep out the damp fog. and then 
wended his way back to the center of 
the city. 

“The case is one of the most pitiful 
which has been brought to our notice.“ 
said Miss Mathewson last night. “We 
are simply at our wits end to know 
what to do with the poor little pick- 
aninnies. and this simply illustrates 
how necessary it is that the city should 
appropriate something for a little four 
or five-room house and matron, where 
we can carry on our work. Dr. Lamb 
and J. B. Millard have gone before the 
City Council and petitioned for an ap- 
propriation of $125 for this pu : 

1 e amount is too small, entirely 
too small. The Humane Society is an 
independent organization from the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. Most people not know 
this. but we have different officers and 
are in no way connected. The S. P. C. A. 
is on a good footing financially and is 
Going a good work, but we are simply 
struggling along so badly hampered de- 
cause of the lack of money that we are 
unable to care for all the cases wich 
come to us.

but we do not know what we shall do 
with them then.

HEN you elect a man Mayor of 

any large city of the United 

States you practically start him 
on the broad road to perdition. If he 
doesn't end his administration a crook 
he wonders how it happened he es- 
caped being one. 

De is ready to believe that every 
man either has his price or is eagerly 
willing to be appraised by some ex- 
pert on graft valuation. If he does 
not “go wrong it is not the fault of 
some of those whose names are al- 
ways in the Ust of “public spirited” | 
and “prominent” citizens. If he is not 
traveling with swift smoothness on 
Perdition boulevard before his term of 
office expires it is because he either is 
too cowardly to take the chance or 
too brave to grasp an easy opportunity. 
Did it ever occur to anyone that some 
of these heroes of municipal wartares 
are moral cowards? 

Of late magazine writers and some 
of the keepers of the public. conscience 
who speak through the daily prints 
have paid large attention to municipal 
corruption, gang rute and grafters. 
They have much to say about some 
Mayors and ex-Mayors, and what they 
have written has been interesting and 
more or less true. But an analysis of 
the evidence they present indicates 
that almost all of it te of the hearsay 
order: not competent in any court of 
record: not good even in a clothesline 
case before a cross-road justice of the 
peace. It appears that they have seen 
severy one but the Mayors. They have 
really presented but one side of a 
many-sided case. 

They are perfectly safe in making 
statements of apparent facts so far as 
Mayors are concerned, for they know 
and the Mayors know that the chief 
executives of large cities would not 
dare tell the one-hundredth part of the 
truth concerning the happenings of 
their administrations. Not that the 
cold truth would necessarily criminate 
the head of the city’s administration, 
but it would start an exodus of well- 
known business and professional men 
of such magnitude and suddenness 
‘that the passenger traffice managers 
of rallroads could not furnish the re- 
quired rolling stock to handle the out- 
going business. 

FREE FROM PLEDGES. | 

When I was elected Mayor of one of 
the largest cities|of this country I took 
Office free from pledges of any kind. Po- 
litical exigency and public clamor com- 
pelled the leaders of my party to seek 
* a business man to head the city 
tteket. To my surprise, for IT had not 
sought the office, I was nominated. As 
there was small hope of electing one of 
our party, the party leaders had not 
attempted to tie me down with pledges 
of patronage. So it was I assumed of- 
fice feeling that I was under personal 
obligations to no man or set of men. 

The vote was close, and it was not 
until the hat out from the last ward 


came in that our campaign manager, 
who had been keeping tab with his pen- 


cil, leaned forward and said: Mr. 
Mayor, you are elected.” 
They told me afterward that I took 


the news calmly, that I accepted the 
proffered hauds = vociferous congrat- 


ulations with the nonchalance of an 
old political campaigner. But I cannot 
recall what occurred during those first 
moments. I sat mentally and physically 
benumbed. As I look back now I can 
see that this curious condition was the 
result of a psychological revulsion. I 
was regaining my individuality. 
For some weeks my personality had 
been completely effaced. In those fe- 
vered hours, the high pressure days 
in the cyclonic finish of a fierce cam- 
paign, I was not a person. I- was an 
issue.

But when the campaign r told 
me I was a mayor-elect it was — if a 
flood of ice-cold water had fallen on 
me, leaving me numbed and gasping, 
alone with myself again. Men rushed 
at me, crowding me against the wall, 
so eager were 1 to take my hand 
and clap me on the shoulder. I re- 
member nothing but confusion, jostle, 
incoherent utter wd disjointed and 
disconnected sent 

BOSSES R PUDIATED. 

Just when I ssed the crisis and 

headed toward the normal I cannot re- 


call, but my first sane thought was, 
“Why are these men so particularly 
joyful?” 


They were the rty managers, the 
so-called bosses, who had directed the 
campaign. Not one of them held a city 
job, elective or a ntive, for the city 
administration for some time had been 
in the hands of our political opponents. 
I saw one of them whisper to another, 
who shook his head, mutterffig: “Not 
tonight; he's tired om 
chance to sleep 

It was the look he gave me that 
cleared my brain d made me firm on 
my feet again--the complacent glance 
of @ pleased proprietor. The next in- 


| stant, however, he placed his hands on 


my shoulders and said kindly: ‘You're 
tired out, old man; I would suggest 
you go home and get some rest, and we 
can talk over the future tomorrow.” 

The next day he came to my office, 
where I was arranging business mat- 
ters which had been neglected during 
the campaign, and told me with dlunt 
frankness that I was expected to turn 
over to him and his associates the dis- 
tribution of the city patronage, that 
he wanted certain men appointed heads 
of the several administrative depart- 
ments. I listened, but gave no answer. 
That evening I wrote on a slip of paper 


the names of men 1 had known many

years, and out of that list I made up 
my cabinet. Not one of them had 
been mentioned by the party leader. 
e When the papers gave the news that 


I had selected my cabinet and printed 
the list, the party leader who had called 


on me declared my action not only met 


with his approval, but that he had sug- 


gested mest of the nominations. But 


then and there began a factional quar- 
rel which in time fairly split my party 


in two 


I mention this circumstance because 
it led tothe organization of what the 
unfriendly newspapers and my political 


enemies, including those in my own 

party, were pleased to call my per- 

sonal machine, built up, they said, to 

keep me in power and reélect myself. 
A WAR MEASURE. 

It is true that with the very begin- 
ning of my administration I used all 
the power I posssesed to remove from 
office every man of the other brand of 
politics whose name was on the city 


— roll, and put in their places my | 


ends and friends of my friends. This 
action properly might be called a war 
measure. it was a necessity. There 
was no alternative if 1 wanted to suc- 
cessfully realize my ideals. 

I hold that no Mayor can give his city 
a good administration unless the heads 
of departments and their subordinates 
are in harmonious accord with him; in 
short, are his friends. 

Theoretically 11 
tically I am right. Until it is human to 
be disinterested in all things, until the 
evil of selfishness is no more, until men 
put the Golden Rule into daily practice, 
until practical and professional politi- 
clans are wiped off this earth and until 
many things now impossible are made 

ble, no man can be Mayor in fact 

unless he has back of him an organiza- 

tion of public of als and employés 

who are bonded together by ties of seif- 

interest and loyalty to the man who 

gives them à chance to obtain a living. 
IN FULL CONTROL. 

Now, I was, and still am, in hearty 
accord with the spirit of civil service 
reform; I believe in a sane, practical 
civil service system, but when I be- 
came Mayor my political opponents 
were in complete control of the city. 
*Every head of a department, every 
clerk, book-keeper, janitor, policeman, 
inspector and washwoman was my open 
enemy. They were splendidly organ- 
ized, and that organization would have 
deen used to thw.rt my every move, 
to cast discredit on me and defeat every 
good purpose I had. 

The leaders of my own party, the 
very men who had managed the cam- 
paign which placed me at the head of 
municipal affairs, were the chiefs of 
another magnificent organization. My 
independence of action in refusing to 
appoint as heads of depar nts some 
of the rarest scoundrels insi the city 
limits made these organization leaders 
my personal enemies. 

The choice lay before me—to be 
Mayor in fact or be a mere proxy. No 
civil service system, nowever practical 
or good could have enabled me to 
carry out the reforms which I had 
planned. These conditions I have 
sketched are not fanciful. They were 
real, dangerously real, when I became 
Mayor. Similar conditions confrunt 


every new Mayor, and therein lies the 


peril of an inelastic, 
service system. 

I was determined to give my city the 
best administration I could give. I was 
a man of affairs and my business repu- 
tation ranked high. My personal, busi- 
ness and social character had never 
been questioned. I wus not wealthy, 
but was what is called “comfortably 
well off.“ I was proud of my city and 
unfeignedly desirous of doing what I 
could to advance its interests. Had I 
any idea of planning to succeed my- 
self that idea went by the boards de- 
fore I had been tyor two months: 
I concluded that one term would be 
eno for me. My opponents, how- 
ever, vigorously reiterated that my 
persona! machine was built up for my 
aggrandizement. 

IN SELF-DEFENSE. 

The organization which I instituted 
and later perfected was formed solely 
for the purpose of defending my ad- 
ministration from its enemies and to 
ald me in forwarding the several re- 
forms which I tinaugurated. I was 
fairly successful in putting these re- 
forms into effect, and I would have 
been humiliatingly defeated in every 
move I attempted had I not had be- 
hind me this “personal machine.“ In 
building up my organization I used 
patronage to bring to me the men I 
needed. I grant you that the power 
to handle public patronage is dan 
ous to a community. But when a 
jority of voters delegate that 
to a man they give him the righ 
use it. If he abuses it they ha ve 
remedy at the next etection. But th 
cold fact remains that it is only by 
the use of patronage, this “dividing of 
the plums,” that a Mayor can organ- 
ize a working force. political or non- 
political, personal or otherwise, which 
will permit him to administer the pub- 
lic affairs of the city. If his purpose 
ia selfish, if his motives are wrong, his 
administration is a dishonorable fal- 
ure. If he is a disinterested patriot 
and uses the city patronage wisely he

SITUATION SQUARELY PUT IN 
SAN BERNARDINO. 
Hf Local Tradesmen Would Have 
the Business Which the Payment 
of Large Sum to Independent 
Laborers May Bring, They Must 
Declare Themselves. 


SAN BERNARDINO, June 11.—Santa 
Fé officials here have received word 
from the general offices at Los Angeles 
that next Wednesday $25,000 in coin 
will be sent here with which to pay off 
the new employés in the shops affected 
by the strike. Heretofore the ‘men 
have been paid in checks. It is now 
for the merchants to declare them- 
selves openly for the company and its 
interests or for the strikers, who are 
trying in every way possible to hinder 
the work in the shops. 

Should the merchants take a stand 
for the company, the new men will be 
permitted to come to town and do 
their trading, and most of the $25,000 
will flow into the coffers of the mer- 
chants, but should an opposite stand 
be taken or no action taken at all by 
the merchants the Santa Fé is arrang- 
ing to give the men free transportation 
to Los Angeles, where they will spend 
their wages. This development in the 
situation is announced in a letter to 
F. T. Perris, manager of the Santa Fé 
oil properties, from President Ripley 
of the Santa Fé, 

For some time the merchants have 
been contemplating steps to give the 
new employés protection or pass res- 
olutions so strong in their expression 
as to leave no doubt as to their atti- 
tude, but, influenced by the fear of the 
strikers, the matter has been permitted 
to drag, and the merchants have d 
ferred action until the injunction su 
brought by the Santa Fé against the 
strikers is settled.

A NEGRO GENIUS. 
St. Louis Has Discovered a Poet Upon 


Whom it Proposes to Lavish q 


Fame. 


[St. Louis Globe-Decomrat:] When 
+ Dinkins came to my desk a few 
dkys ago and offered a book of origi- 
nal verse, which “he hoped I would 
about,” I was .not 
a good many books of verse nowa- 
days, and nearly all of them are 
bloodiess, inane things in which some 
mistaken person has tried to imitate 
the singers of other times and places, 
quite ignoring the wealth of material 
in America that fairly pleads for ex- 


pression. 
But Mr. Dinkins had a manner 
which set me to thinking, when he 


had gone, and I regretted that my 
handshake and welcome had been so 
mild. Ti e, the author who deems it 
essential to present himself with his 
book is generally leading a forlorn 
hope; bu: this colored man was 50 
sincere in his modesty, and so evi- 
dently in earnest in his plea for a 
glai.ce at the work he had done that 
he took a place quite apart from the 
general run of authors.“ 

So, when I came to look into the 
scariet volume a little later, I was not 
quite surprised to find immediate evi- 
dences of a genuine gift. There are, 
naturally, errors of a kind, and in- 
consistencies, and the irrepressible 
habits of the colored man—childlike 
and exuberant—constantly cropping 
out: and Mr. Dinkins has read too 
many poets with imitative. faculties 
alert, and often the wrong poets, to be 
quite unique as a singer. He has 
absorbed, Kipling, it would seem, 
much to his detriment, and there are 
echoes of Hood and Riley, to say 
nothing of vrevalent newspaper verse. 
If he had only come across Longfellow 
instead of the versifiers named, we 
might have had something even more 
pleasing than is afforded in the imter- 
‘eating volume. “Lyrics of Love.” 

But Mr. Dinkins has read the Bible 
with all the vivid imagination of the 
colored man and the result has been 
a vealth of imagery and simile quite 
unexampled among the verse writers 
of the day. So potent'is the influence 
of the Bible in this volume that one 
may expect the author to get away 
from hap-hazard work in time, and 
find his own voice. 

“Lyrics of Love” is composed of a 
half-hundred or more hymns and half 
as many secular poems. The opening 
“Invocation” is one of the most am- 
bitious efforts in the volume, and is in 
places a remarkable performance. The 
too-insistent reminder of Kipling’s 
“Recessional” may be lost eight of 
in view of such excellent lines as 
these: 


Lord of angelic nations, bright, 
God of the ty seas and skies, 
Who shuts the mournful door of nigh 
Who bids the gates of day “Arise’— 
Remember, Lord, th 
Our sins reprove; be not severe. 


Some of the other stanzas of this 
poem, taken at random, follow: 


Make not our fate like pagan Rome, 
— as of old; 

Nor let expect ages come, 

And tread upon our shattered mold, 

Make this thy chosen nation, Lord 

To love thy law and keep thy word.

Prof Burroughs Says the Animal 
Has no Mind, and incidentally He 
Gives Some cf His Experiences 
With Birds, With Squirrels and 
Other Animals. 


[John Burroughs, in June Outing: 
I was reminded afresh of how prone 
we all are to regard the actions of 
the lower animals in the iight of our 
own psychology on reading “The 
Training of Wild Animals,” by Bos- 
tock, a well-known animal trainer. 
Bostock evidently knows the art of 
training animals well, but of the sei- 


tle. That is, while he is a successful 
trainer, his notions of animal psychol- 
ogy are very crude. For instance, on 
one page he speaks of the lion as if 
it was endowed with a fair measure 
of human intelligence, and had no- 
tions, feelings and thoughts like our 
own; on the next page, when he gets 
down to real business, he lays bare its 
utter want of these things. He says 
a lion born and bred in captivity is 
more difficult to train than one caught 
from the jungle. “He does not fear 
man; he knows his own power. He 
regards man as an inferior, with an 
attitude of disdain and silent hau- 
teur.“ He accepts his food as tribute 
and his care as homage due. Hs is 
aristocratic in his independence. Deep 
in him—so deep that he barely real- 
izes its existence—slumbers a desire 
for freedom and an unutterable long- 
ing for the blue sky and the free air.”

All this 
is a very human way of looking at 
the matter, and is typical of the way 
we all more or less speak of the 
lower anima!s, defining them to our- 
selves in terms of our own méntality, 
but it leads to false notions about 
them. We look upon an animal fret- 
ling and struggling in its cage as 
longing for freedom, picturing to itself 
the joy of the open air and the free 
hills and sky, when the truth of the 
matter undoubtedly is that the flut- 
tering bird or restless lion or fox sim- 
tly feels discomfort in confinement. 
Its sufferings are physical, and not 
mental. Its instincts lead it to strug- 
gle for freedom. It reacts strongly 
against the barriers that hold it, and 
tries in every way to overcome them. 
Freedom, as an idea or a conception 
of a condition of_life, is. wf course, 
beyond its capacity. Bostock shows 
| how the animal learns entirely by as- 
sociation, and not at all by tue exer- 
cise of thought or reason, and yet a 
moment later, says: ‘The animal is 
becoming amenable to the mastery 
of man, and in doing so his own rea- 
ron is being developed,” which ‘is 
much like saying that when a man is 
practicing on the flying trapeze his 
wings are being developed. The 
lion learns slovly through associa- 
tion—through repeated sense impres- 
sions. First a long stick is put into 
bis cage. I tuis is destroyed, it is re- 
placed by anotoer, until he gets used 
to it and tolerates ifs presence. Then 
he is gently rubbed with it at the hands 
ot the keaper. He gets used to this 
und comes to like it. Then the stick 
is baited with a piece of meat, and in 
taking the meat the, animal gets stil 
better acquainted with the stick, and 
so ceases o fear it. When tais stage 
is reached the stick is shortened day 
by day. “until finally it is not much 
longer than the hand.” The next step 
is to let the hand take the place of 
the stick in the stroking process. 
“This is a great step taken. for one 
of the most difficult things is to get 
any wild animal to allow himself to 
be touched with the human hand.” 
After a time a collar is. slipped around 
the lions neck when he is asleep, with 
a chain attached. He is now chained 
iG one end of the cage. Then a chair 
is introduced into the cage: then this 
king of beasts, whose reason was be-

A FREAK ROBIN SONG. 

A Maine correspondent sends me an 
interesting note of a robin he heard 
singing a song of which the call of 
the whippoorw!!! formed a part. 
was on a summer afternoon after a 
rain. “At first | noted only that it 
was a whippocrwill’s call, but slowly 
through my absorption came the full 
ecnsciousness that the middle of the 
afternoon was en unusual time for a 
whippoerwill to be singing. and that 
this particular whippoorwill was not 
confiring himself strictly to the song 
of his kind. I pushed away my work 
and leaned from the window, by this 
time much interested in the bird's 
periormance. At intervals of about 
two minutes the song was repeated, 
sweet and full. It was a whippoor- 
will’s note right enough, but W. a 
curious turn at the end of it—whip- 
poorwill with variation. I couldn't 
make ont the bird from my window, 
so I hurried downstairs and out into 
the garden, where I located him after 
a moment's search among the other 
branches of one of the apple trees. 
It was an adult male robin mocking 


his 
voice.” 

This all seems to me perfectly credi- 
ble. I have myself heard a robin with 
the call of the quail injected into his 
song, and another robin that imitated 
perfectly the song of the brown 
thrasher. 

FOOD OF GRAY SQUIRRELS. 

It has deen said that the gray squir- 
rels one sees everywhere in some of 
our New England towns are an indi- 
cation of a higher civilization. It 48 
certainly a pleasure to see these grace- 
ful creatures running across trolley 
tracks over lawns unmolested. A 
stranger would have a very high es- 
timate of the people of a city that 
could draw to it these shy animals. 
Like many rodents, however,. gray 
squirreis will eat birds’ nests. A 
friend on whom I can rely told me of 
two or three instances in Arlington, 
Mass., where gray squirrels had rob- 
bed robins’ nests, having been caught 
in the very act. The other day, in 
going along a wild mountain stream, 
was attracted by a fresh gray squir- 
rel track, and on following it, found 
where the squirrel had killed and 
eaten a mouse. He had evidently dug 
out the mouse, for | saw where he 
had dug snow and leaves away from 
the roots and some black alders to 
some depth. Then taking the mouse 
in hfs teeth, he had run a few feet 
to a knoll, the mouses tau having 
left its print in the snow between e 
tracks of the squirrel, and eaten it, 
leaving blood, hair and pieces of bone 
to tell of the feast. 


ANIMALS AND MUSIC. 

In my son's junior year at H 1d 
it became the custom in May and 
June to give frequent band concerts 
in the evening on the steps of Un- 
versity Hall. Exactly over the band 
was a flag pole, fastened at an angle 
to the side of the building. On the 
gilded ball of the flag pole tHere would 
come and perch, soon after the con- 
cort began, a little screech owl. After 
the music ceased and the crowd dis- 
persed the little owl would again fly 
away. So regular did the owl come 
with his noiseless muffled flight, that 
my son came to look for him and to 
speculate how long the band would 
have to play before he would be at- 
tracted by the music. Many persons 
saw him, yet he appeared to take no 
notice of the yard full of people, but 
seemed to enjoy the music, so far as 
his attitude and actions betrayed his 
feelings, as much as did any one.

AN FRANCISCO, June \ 10.—The 
most disgraceful affair that has ta- 
ken place during the strike of the 
stablemen occurred recently in front 
ot the Hall of Justice, where dozens 
of policemen were cn duty.

Rayborn called upon the police in vain 
for protection. The officers stood idly 
by until one of the thugs shouted out 
that Rayborn carried a pistol. At once 
there was action on the part of the 
police, and Rayborn was taken from 
his buggy and subjected to the indig- 
nity of being publicly searched in the 
street in the presence ot a howling 
throng of loafers and hoodlums. 

No gun was found, however, and 
Rayborn was permitted to get away as 
best he could.

PLACE OF LONDON “TIMES” IN 
ENGLAND’S HISTORY. 


—— - * 


Some of the Remarkable Achieve - 
ments of that Splendid Journal. 
Fearless and Incorruptible Stories 
Full of Interest Concerning Brit- 
ain’s Enterprising Paper. 


Under the heading, “A Great Na- 
tional Event” the London Daily Mall 
of May 20 makes editorial] note of the 
reduction in price of the London 
Times; and in an interesting column 
makes this the occasion for some re- 
miniscences concerning the Times and 
its important place in the history of 
England. The Mall says in part: 

“The great scheme for the develop- 
ment of the Times newspaper, out- 
issue of the 
Daily Mail, is one of the results of the 
healthy competition that is beginning 
to arise in the English press, at the 
head of which, despite periods of dig- 
nified somnolence, the Times has 
stood for a hundred years. 

“As the Dally Mail has played no in- 
considerable part in the revolution 
that is now taking place in the English 
press, we feel particular interest in 
the great changes at Printing House 
Square. Up till 1896, when the Daily 
Mail appeared, the London penny 
morning newspapers consisted of 
eight pages, of which, as a rule, five 
were filled with advertisements. The 
cable news was confined to cheap gos- 
sip from Paris and Berlin. For the 
rest they depended upon Reuter’s 
Agency. In times of war it was the 
custom to send out one correspondent, 
and only some half a dozen English 
newspapers did this. Today, every 
English newspaper of any standing 
has more than one war correspond- 
ent, and in some cases several. As 2 
result, the English public has. never 
been misled about the trend of the war 
in the Far East. Russia, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, all the-European coun- 
tries, and even the United States be- 
Heved there would be no war. The 
Associated Press of the United States 
issued repeated telegrams to the ef- 
fect that no war, would take place. 
The Daily Mail, which had a score of 
correspondents already on the scene 
before war began, had no misconcep- 
tions on the point. Newspaper com- 
petition may have some unsatisfactory 
aspects, but it most certainly has the 
effect of placing the English people in 
the possession of full information on 
matters that concern them.

PRICE REDUCTION PLAN. 

“Tt is nearly forty-three years since 
the great newspaper was brought down 
from fourpence to threepence. At that 
figure it has remained, in spite of the 
remarkable development which has ta- 
ken place during this period in the 
production of lower-priced journals; 
but it was natural to suppose that the 
cheapening process would sooner or 


later extend to “The Thunderer“ it- 
self.

“He did 
begin, and his first two or thrte small 
doses gave him a sharp pain, like a 
burn, in the stomach, and this pain 
was followed by tremendous hunger 
and a violent, disagreeable excitiment.

IT is DONE BY IMPRESSIONS 
UPON HIS SENSES. 


Prof Burroughs Says the Animal 
Has no Mind, and incidentally He 
Gives Some cf His Experiences 
With Birds, With Squirrels and 
Other Animals. 


[John Burroughs, in June Outing: ] 
I was reminded afresh of how prone 
we all are to regard the actions of 
the lower animals in the iight of our 
own psychology on reading “The 
Training of Wild Animals,” by Bos- 
tock, a well-known animal trainer. 


training animals well, but of the sei- 
ence of it he seems to know very lit- 
tle. That is, while he is a successful 
trainer, his notions of animal psychol- 
ogy are very crude. For instance, on 
one page he speaks of the lion as if 
it was endowed with a fair measure 
of human intelligence, and had no- 
tions, feelings and thoughts like our 
own; on the next page, when he gets 
down to real business, he lays bare its 
utter want of these things.

He 
regards man as an inferior, with an 
attitude of disdain and silent han- 
teur“ He accepts his food as tribute 
and his care as homage due. Hs is 
aristocratic in his independence. Deep 
in him—so deep that he barely real- 
izes its existence—slumbers a desire 
for freedom and an unutterable long- 
ing for the blue sky and the free air.”

A FREAK ROBIN SONG. 

A Maine correspondent sends me an 
interesting note of a robin he heard 
singing a song of which the call of 
the Whippoorwiil formed a part. It 
Was on a summer afternoon after a 
rain. “At first I noted only that it 
was a whippocrwill’s call, but slowly 
through my absorption came the full 
ecconsciousness that the middle of the 
aiternoon was en unusual time for a 
whippocrwill to be singing. and that 
this particular whippoorwill was not 
confixing himself strictly to the song 
of his kind. I pushed away my work 
and leaned from the window, by this 
time much interested in the dird's 
periormance:. At intervals of about 
two minutes the song was repeated, 
sweet and full. It was a: whippoor- 
will’s note right enough, but W. a 
curious turn at the end of it—whip- 
poorwill with variation. I couldn't 
make ont the bird from my window, 
50 I hurried downstairs and out into 
the garden, where I located him after 
a moment's search among the other 
branches of one of the apple trees. 
It was an adult male robin mocking 
a whippoorwill at the top of his 
voice.” 

This all seems to me perfectly credi- 
ble. I have myself heard a robin with 
the call of the quail injected into his 
song. and another robin that imitated 
perfectly the song of the brown 
thrasher. 

FOOD OF GRAY SQUIRRELS. 

It has*been said that the gray squir- 
rels one sees everywhere in some of 
our New England towns are an indi- 
cation of a higher civilization. It's 
certainly a pleasure to see these grace- 
ful creatures running Mross trolley 
tracks over lawns unmolested. A 
stranger would have a very high es- 
timate of the people of a city that 
could draw to it these shy animals. 
Like many Fodents, however, gray 
squirrels will eat birds’ nests. A 
friend on whom I can rely told me of 
two or three instances in Arlington, 
Mass., where gray squirrels had rob- 
bed robins’ nests, having been caught 
in the very act. The other day, in 
going along a wild mountain stream, 
was attracted by a fresh gray squir- 
rel track, and on following it, found 
where the squirrel had 
eaten a mouse. He had evidently. dug 
out the mouse, for | saw where he 
had dug snow and leaves away from 
the roots and some black alders to 
some depth. Then taking the mouse 
in hf teeth, he had run a few feet 
to a knoll, the mouses tau having 
left its print in the snow between e 
tracks of the squirrel, and eaten it, 
leaving blood, hair and pieces of bone 
to tell of the feast.

AN FRANCISCO, June 10.—The 
most diszraceful affair that has ta- 
ken place during the strike of the 
stablemen occurred recently in front 
of the Hall of Justice, where dozens 
of po'icemen were cn duty. The sta- 
ble owners sent in a lot of names to 
the Police Commissioners for licenses 
as drivers.

Raybern called upon the police in vain 
for protection. The officers stood idly 
by until one of the thugs shouted out 
that Rayborn carried a pistol. At once 
there was action on the part of the 
police, and Rayborn was taken from 
his buggy and subjected to the indig- 
nity of being publicly searched in the 
street in the presence ot a howling 
throng of loafers and hoodlums. 

No gun was found, however, and 
Rayborn was permitted to get away as 
best he could. His buggy was fol- 
lowed for several blocks along the 
street by a howling and jeering mob, 
while the police, acting under the di- 
rect eves of the Police Commission- 
ers, did not raise a hand to protect 
him.

GREAT CAREER. 


PLACE OF LONDON “TIMES” IN 
ENGLAND'S HISTORY. __ 


Some of the Remarkable Achieve- 
ments of that Splendid Journal. 
Fearless and incorruptible Stories 
Full of Interest Concerning Brit- 
ain’s Enterprising Paper. 


Under the heading, “A Great Na- 
tional Event“ the London Daily Mail 
of May 20 makes editorial note of the 
reduction in price of the London 
Times; and in an interesting column 
makes this the occasion for some re- 
miniscences concerning the Times and 
its important place in the history of 
England. The Mail says in part: 
“The great scheme for the deyelop- 
ment of the Times newspapet, out- 
lined elsewhere in this issue of the 
Daily Mail, is one of the results of the 
healthy competition that {is beginning 
to arise in the English press, at the 
head of which, despite periods of dig- 
nified somnolence, the Times has 
stood for a hundred years. , 
As the Dally Mail has played no in- 
considerable part in the revolution 
that is now taking place in the English 
press, we feel particular interest in 
the great changes at Printing House 
Square. Up till 1896, when the Daily 
Mail appeared, the London penny 
morning newspapers consisted of 
eight pages, of which, as a rule, five 
were filled with advertisements. The 
cable news was confined to cheap gos- 
sip from Paris and Berlin. For the 
rest they depended upon  Reuter’s 
Agency. In times of war it was the 
custom to send out one correspondent, 


and only some half a dozen English’ 


newspapers did this. Today, every 
English newspaper of any standing 
has more than one war correspond- 
ent, and in some cases several. As 1 
result, the English public has never 
been misled about the trend-of the war 
in the Far East. Russia, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, all the-Eurepean coun- 
tries, and even the United States be- 
Heved there would be no war. The 
Associated Press of the United States 
issued repeated telegrams to the ef- 
fect that no war. would take place. 
The Daily Mail, which had a score of 
correspondents already on the scene 
before war began, had no misconcep- 
tions on the point. Newspaper com- 
petition may have some unsatisfactory 
aspects, but it most certainly has the 
effect of placing the English people in 
the possession of full information on 
matters that concern them 

“The development of the Times is 
only one chapter in the progress of 
English journalism. : 

PRICE REDUCTION PLAN. 

“It is nearly forty-three years since 
the great newspaper was brought down 
from fourpence to threepence. At that 
figure it has remained, in spite of the 
remarkable development which has ta- 
ken place during this period in the 
production of lower-priced journals; 
but it was natural to suppose that the 
cheapening process would sooner or 
later extend to “The 
self.

Tcamsters and Others Evpected to go ak on Sympa- 
thetic. Strikes, and Trouble May be Far: reaching La- 
‘bor Council Raising Large Strike Fund — Building 
Trades Council Will Keep Out of Conflict. | 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


AN FRANCISCO, June 10.—Early 
last Sunday morning the freight 
handlers of the Southern Pacific 
decided to strike for better hours of 
work, and for the recognition of union 
rules. The men claim that they have 
been worked at ali hours of tne day and 
night without an opportunity of know- 
ing just when the work would come, 


and were compelled to report for duty 


early in the morning with the possi- 
bility of not getting anything to do be- 


fore 4 o’clock in the afternoon. They 
also claim that it made no difference 


when the work was done there was no 
pay for over-time or for extra work. 
It is claimed also that they were some- 
times compelled to work sixteen hours 
a day without extra pay. The officials 
of the road. according to the state- 


ments of the officials of the union, de- 


clined to discuss the matter. For six- 
teen days the union’s officers and the 
representative of the Labor Council 
kept the men at work while they en- 
deavored to obtain satisfaction from 


‘the company. All efforts failing, it 


was found impossible to keep the men 
from striking, and but eighteen votes 
were cast against the strike. 

On Saturday evening, before the 
strike was called, the men worked un- 
til midnight 


the merchants would not suffer, and 
then the trucks were dropped, and the 
doors of the sheds closed. 

It is understood that the company 
has been preparing for the strike, and 
had men all ready to take the places 
made vacant by the strikers. But the 
filling of the places is the least part 
of the difficulty which the road will 
have to encounter in the struggle with 
the union. The freight sheds of the 
Southern Pacific in San Francisco are 
situated in the heart of the hoodlum 
section of the city. These sheds were 
the storm center during the etrike of 
the teamsters, and it will not be nec- 
essary for members of the union to in- 
terest themselves in the least. The 
lives of the new men will be burdened 
by the acts ot hoodlums who congre- 
gate in that neighborhood. 

POLICE WILL BE POWERLESS. 

In this instance the police force of 
San Francisco will be powerless to 
protect the men who are working in 
the sheds. The freight comes in at 
all hours of the day and night and 


there can be no regularity of times for 


the men to come and go. The sheds 
are open, and in many instances the 
freight is piled up on open platforms. 
These sheds range along for five 
blocks, and are accessible from all 
sides. 

Wita the hoodlum element in its 
stronghold, and with the police apath- 
etic in the protection of non-union 
men it will be as much as a man’s 
life is worth td work in the place of 
a striker. The union knows this and 
there will be no necessity for the em- 
ployment of pickets or strikers of any 
sort. The opportunities which will be 
otered for thieves in the fights which 
are bound to occur will be sufficient 
incentive for the rough element of the 
city to congregate in large numbers in 
the vicinity of the sheds and loot them 
at every chance. 

But the burden of the trouble will 
fall on the merchants, especially those 
who receive perishable goods from the 
southern part of the State The 
Townsend-street freight sheds are 
jammed full every day with fruit, 
milk, eggs, and all sorts of farm prod- 
ucts from the fertile country along the 
line of the road many miles to the 
southward, and the dealers in these 
goods will find themselves cut off from 
this business, for, even if the trains 
haul the stuff and the teamsters cart 
it through the city, it will be imposs!- 
ble to have it handled at the freight 
sheds. 

In addition to the strike of the 
freight handlers themselves there is 
the probability of a sympathetic strike 
of the teamsters, and if the company 


be able to handle the freight it may be 


found that it cannot be delivered as 
the union drivers will refuse to handle 
freight that has been moved by non- 
union men. The teamsters are reticent 
regarding their future action, and it 
is claimed that they will not strike, 
but should the Labor Council indorse 
the strike it will mean that all am- 


ated unions must assist the freight 


nandlers in every possible way. 

From present indications things are 
framing up for a bitter fight which 
may extend to a point far beyond pres- 
ent calculations. Unionists know that 
a struggle is coming soon, a this 
may be the firebrand. 

PREPARING FOR A FIGHT. 

The leaders of the Labor Council 
know that the day is not far distant 
when the work was done; there was no 
between organized labor and the Citi- 
zens’ Alliance. It is well understood 
that the limit of endurance has been 
reached on the part of the people, and 


the Labor Clarion, the official organ of 


the council, had this significant sen- 
tence in a long article last week: 
“What 10 worth having is worth 
fighting for.“ 
The article in question is guardedly 
written, but is of such evident intent 
to prepare the readers for something 
more serious, that further develop- 
ments are looked for in the very near 
future 
In addition to thus forewarning the 


clearing the freight-: 
houses of perishable goods, so that 


unionists of the coming struggle, the 
counci!, at its meeting last week, took 
definite steps to get a large ktrike 
fund, and at the same time formed a 
committee whose business it is to look 
after the management of strikes sanc- 
tioned by the council. | 

The publication of this in the daily 
papers of San Francisco gave but the 
bare facts. There was much about it 
that was of vital interest to all who 
are looking into the industrial con- 
ditions of the city. The committee is 
a step beyond the province of the 
Labor Council, which is but an advis- 
ory body and has absolutely no exec- 
utive capacity. But one man in the 
whole assemblage met this issue and 
combatted it, and that was Andrew 
Furuseth, secretary of the Sailors’ 
Union. Furuseth is a long-headed 
chap, and is not given to making mis- 
takes of action. 

When the question came up con- 
cerning the formation of the defense 
committee, and the. collection of a 
strike fund, Furuseth took the floor 
and made such a speech as is seldom 
heard in the halls of labor. He de- 
nounced the Citizens Alliance as be- 
ing “un-American and contrary to the 
law., but he called attention to the 
fact that it has come and was a power 
in the industrial situation. He de- 
nounced the effort to take the Coun- 
cil outside of its legitimate province, 
and said that if it were done the 
whole fabric of labor would fall to 
pieces because of the interference with 
the rights of ynions. | 

Furuseth was alone, however, in his 
efforts to keep out of the conflict and 
the Council took the action which 
makes it now the central body for 
organized labor, not only as an ad- 
viser, but as the executive officer. 
This will put a new phase 
on all that are sanc- 
tioned that body for it 
will that tle strikes. them- 
selves will be run by all the unions in 
the city which are affiliated with the 
Labor Council. Heretofore the strikes 
have been engineered by the individ- 
ual unions with the moral and finan- 
cial backing of the council. 

BUILDERS NOT IN IT. | 

It may be stated here, however, that 
the Building Trades Council will steer 
clear of any such entangling alliances. 
In the first place the leaders of the 
builders are not only moral but physi- 
cal cowards. MeCarthy is a trimmer 
who pever loses an opportunity to 
thrown down the ideas of unionism if 
by so doing he can gain a point for 
McCarthy. He is a cowardly man who 
hides behind others and always poses 
as being against acts which condemn 
unionism. 

His chief lieutenant is Tveitmoe, 
editor of the organ of the Buildings 
Trades Council. Tveitmoe is a gigan- 
tic Swede who has the appearance of 
a prize fighter. He is loud-mouthed 
when he thinks he is well protected, 
but is an arrant physical coward, and 
but recently presented the spectacle 
to an amused public of a large blow-

2 a man half his size. Tveitmoe 


hrieking for help while his an-. 
—— ist was trying to catch him. 


Tveitmoe is a good sprinter and made 
his escape amid the jeers of half a 
hundred unionists who looked on 
while a maligned member of another 
union tried to inflict merited punish- 
ment on the big bluff. 

Tveitmoe is of the material that la- 
bor leaders are made, and he is one 
of the strongest of blowhards when 
it comes to intimidating business men 
with threats of what the unions will 
do if they refuse to comply with all 
the demands. 

SAN FRANCISCO’S DISGRACE. 

But Tveitmoe is but one of many. 
The whole outfit from Mayor Schmitz 
down to the lowest bum that carries 


a banner in front of a boycotted store, 


is of a kind. If one desires to know 
the personnel of the labor unions 
which infest the city he has but to 
stop for a few minutes before one of 
the. boycotted stables and look at the 
men who parade up and down crying 
“unfair.” 

Pedestrians who walk on Market 
street between 5 and 7 o'clock every 
evening are treated to a spectacle 
which would not be tolerated in any 
other city in the civilized world. The 


Nevada Stables are under the ban of 


the unions because the proprietors got 
tired of being dictated to by a lot of 
drunken bums who posed as members 
of the Stablemen’s Union, and fired 
the whole lot. During the day a sin- 
gle sandwich man is stationed in front 
of the stable, calling attention of pass- 
ers to the fact that the stable “locked 
out union men and hired non-union 
men.” As evening approaches there 
congregates as vile a set of hoodlums 
as can be found outside of the pen- 
itentiary. In fact a number of them 
have served their terms in that insti- 
tution, and if they had their just 
deserts would still be there. 

A score or more of these birds of 
evil omen begin a circling walk in 
front of the stable, shouting threats 
and vile imprecations at the men in- 
side, and insulting every man who 
stops near the place to see what is 
going on. Dirt, rags and depravity 
are the most striking characteristics 
of this bunch of disreputables. Sev- 
eral of them are surly-looking Mexi- 
can peons and a number are cigarette 
and dope fiends. 

They are all disreputable to the last 
degree, misfits of humanity who have 


been cast out by their more respecta- 
ble brothers, and who eke out a pre- 
carious livelihood by such dirty work 
as they are now engaged in. 

And as they execute their buzzard 
dance in front of the stable, and de- 
file the air with their foul language, 
two stalwart policemen stand near to 
keep honest men moving on. These 
policemen never deign to interfere 
with the assembling of union men, 
but woe betide that man who is 
dressed in the semblance of respecta- 
bility who lingers near to see what 
the untidy group is up to. He is im- 
mediately prodded with a policeman’s 
club, and harshly told to “move on.” 
If he protests he is made to feel the 
heavy hand of the law at once. : 

LAWBREAKERS UNMOLESTED. 

very picket in front of these boy- 
cotted establishments is violating the 
law all the time. They obstruct the 
streets. They break the peace. They 
commit libel. They injure the busi- 
ness of men who pay taxes for pro- 
tection against just such acts of hood- 
lumism. They use profane and ob- 
scene language in public. They carry 
concealed weapons without a permit. 
But the police do not molest them. 

The strike of the stablemen, and 
the consequent sympathetic strike of 
the hackmen, is one of the examples’ 
of how unionism works in San Fran- 
cisco. For several weeks 250 hack- 
men have been idle because the sta- 
blemen have been thrown out by 
irate stable owners. These hackmen 
were getting $2.25 a day and were in 
constant employment, year in and 
year out. They had never trouble 
with bad weather, and their money 
was as regular as clockwork. 

According to the rules of the un- 
ion the strikers are paid $5 a week 
for married men and $2.50 a week for 
unmarried men. This means that the 
union is supposed to pay to the strik- 
ers something in the neighborhood of 
$1000 a week. But the strikers do not 
get it. It is just as it was during the 
teamsters’ strike. The men were sup- 
posed to get enough to keep*them go- 
ing, but the only ones who got their 
money regularly were the officers of 
the union. 

As it was then, so it is now. The 
officers of the Hackmen’s Union get 
their pay first and what is left after 
the graft is complete is given to the 
strikers who are most dangerous to 
the officers. Mike Coffey and Jim 
Boland, the leaders of the hackmen, 
get their regular quota out of the 
strike fund, and at the same time run 
their own hacks and make a harvest 
out of the strike. While the treas- 
uries of the various unions of the city 
are being drained to keep up these 
payments, the strikers have lost an 
aggregate of about $30,000 in wages 
since the strike began. In return for 
this they have received probably about 
$10,000 from the other unions as char- 
ity, and it now looks as if the strike 
would be made permanent unless the 
police commissioners refuse to give

PRESIDENT MELLEN’S VIEWS ON 
TRADES UNIONS. 


— ꝙꝶ — 


They Furnish a Solendid “Graft” 
for Walking Delegates and Officers, 
but Are Entirely Unnecessary for 
the Man Who Has Any Good Stuff 


in Him. | 
— . 

President Mellen of the New Haven 
Railroad, in an address recently de- 
livered to workingmen, spoke , some 
very plain truths with proper empha- 
sis. He took the ground, as he had a 
perfect right to do, that he was as 
much of a workingman as any of 
those whom he addressed: that he 
spoke as one who knew from long, per- 
sonal experience of 
| anxieties and burdens which every one 
must encounter who earns his daily 
bread. He pointed out frankly the 
weaknesses of the unions, at the same 
time as trankly admitting their ad- 
vantages where properly guided. 

This is the age of the workingman, 
Mr. Mellen said, and also the age of 
large opportunities for every man who 
brings to his work an alert mind, an 
earnest soul and a faithful spirit. 
Modern industrial conditions are such, 
the stress upon the men at the top is 
so exacting, that the latter soon wear 
out, and the call is constantly for new 
men to fill the places of-the old. But 
the men wanted for these higher 
branches of service are not the flre- 
brands, the trouble-breeders, the talk- 
ers, but rather the auiet man who 
works while others do the talking; 
these who are as much interested in 
their work as their wages; and such 
men, when found, need no help from 
any source to secure either recognition 
or increase of pay. Speaking directly to 
members of the union President Mel- 
len said that he wished’ them to un- 
derstand that he regarded the unions 
as a condition that has come to stay, 
and that he desired his men generally 
to join them. He did not, however, 
regard these labor organizations as an 
unmixed blessing. Said he: 

“They are a good thing for the drone, 
the inefficient man, for the walking 
delegate and the officers, but are un- 
necessary for the man who has the 
stuff and courage within himself to 
carve his own way in the world. 
Therefore, when I say unions do much 
good I mean they help the lame, the 
halt and che weary, at the expense of 
the really competent. Divested of all 
claptrap, the union is simply a means 
of dveraging wages, and an employer 
views it as such. It is a device for 
making those who are willing to work 
care for those who want to soldier.“ 

The chief trouble with unionism, 
President Mellen said, was ite intoler- 
ance. Its conduct toward those who 
differed with it had been too often that 
of the religious bigots of the old time 
who burned those whom they could 
not convert. He advised thinking, so- 
ber-minded, conservative workingmen 
to join unions and endeavor to domi- 
nate their councils, which are now too 
often controlled by hotheads, by anar- 
| chists, floaters and demagogues,

Contracts to Employ Only 
Union Labor Crammer. 


Union labor's restrictions excluding 
the non-union workman from “union- 
ized” factories, stores or workshops 
have been branded as outlaw regula- 
tions in an epoch-making opinion 
banded down in the Appellate Court 
of Cook county, Ilinois. In the opin- 
ion, which was written by Judge 
Adams, with Judges Windes and Ball 
concurring, the “open shop” for which 
employers have been contending is vin- 
dicated and upheld, while its antithesis 
and “rival,” the “closed shop,” en- 
forced by the unions, is permanently 
put outside the breastworks of legal- 
ity, as contravening and abridging che 
contract rights guaranteed by common 
law-and the laws of the constitution of 
the State of Illinois. The Chicago 
Chronicle, in reporting the case, says: 

“In the important matter of contract 
rights the decision is the most sweep- 
ing imaginable. It bolds that the 
‘closed-shop’ agreements exacted 
from employers by labor unions con- 
stitute an illegal infringement of con- 
tract rights, and that the provision in 
such agreements binding an employer 
to hire none but members of a labor 
union is an illegal abridgment of lIfb- 
erty, discriminating in favor of one 
class of working people and exclud- 
ing all others. 

“A Startling phase of the decision 18 


that it puts into the hands of the 


non-union man, should he care to 
avail himself of the privilege, one of 
the most powerful weapons in the 
law's great armory. This formidable 
weapon is found in the taint of ‘crim- 
inality’ which the decision attributes 
to the conduct of the parties ee, 
ing to maintain or establish the 
‘closed-shop.’ — 

* AMENABLE TO LAW. 

The employer who signs the closed- 
shop contract, as well as the labor 
union which 
threats of strikes or in other ways, is 
in this opinion held to be amenable to 


the criminal laws for conspiring to in- | 


jure the ‘property rights’ of a work- 
man in his labor. 

“ ‘If inthe future any employer signs 
a closed-shop agreement with union or 
non-union workers, said one of the 
leading lawyers in the case, ‘such em- 
ployer will do so with the full know!l- 
edge that be is laying himself liable to 
the criminal as well as the civil code, | 
and that any non-union or union 
workman excluded under the signed 


| agreement has a double-edged weapon 


of the law with which to enforce his 
right to be free from. the handicap of | 
a conspiracy of discrimination when 
he seeks employment in any workshop, 
store, factory or other place of busi- 
ness.” 


“It will even be a crime to submit a 


closed-shop agreement in the future to 
an employer for his signature. For it 
is itself a crime to ask anybody to 
commit a crime. 
IS CLOSED SHOP CRIMINAL?» 

“From this point of view the decision 
may be regarded as putting the ban of 
criminality as well as illegality upon 
all the closed-shop agreements actu- 


ally obtained or vainly demanded by 


members of labor unions frdm their 
employers. Should the employer be 
able to show that he signed the closed- | 
shop contract under the compulsion of 
a threatened atrike he may be able to 
escape liability. But in every case 
where he enters into the exclusive 
agreement voluntarily the employer is 
likely to be adjudged equally as guilty 
under the laws as the labor-union 
members or officials at whose solicita- 
tion he executes the illegal contract. 
“Contracts or agreements for the 
maintenance of the ‘closed shop’ are 
therefore merely so much worthless 
paper. From the point of view of law 
and constitutional guarantees they are 
even worse than worthless. It might 
be that the very act of circulating 
them would be construed to be a crime, 
and it certainly could not be a very 
safe or comfortable thing for a walk- 
ing delegate or other labor leader to 
be caught with a supply of them in 
his pockets. ere possession of them 
might not be deemed a crime, but 
should any of the documents have a 
bona fide signature a good deal of 
trouble might follow at the hands of 
anybody who should care to put the 
machinery of the courts in motion. 
“Another remarkable feature of the 
ruling is that under its terms all the 
closed-shop contracts wrung from em- 
ployers under ; duress or reats of 
strikes and other troubles are ob- 
viously rendered null and void. Em- 
ployers cannot be held by them to the 
maintenance of the closed shops prom- 
sed. The agreements have no bind- 
ing force in law, the employer incurs | 
no legal! nce Of nos under them, the 


performance of none of the restrictive 
regulations will be enforced by a court 
and the. members of the labor unions 
secure. no legal rights or advantage 
from the employer's signature. 

UNIONS WORSE OFF THAN EVER. 

“What is more, it even seems that 
union workers who have wrung a 
closed-shop agreement from an em- 
ployer are really worse off for having 
obtained it. For in the event that they 
strike to enforce its terms they incur 
an additional respomsibility under the 
criminal laws—-an additional responsi- 
bility that would not exist if the illegal 
contract had not been obtained. 

“It is likely, therefore, that this mo- 
mentous decision will be of more ‘far- 
reaching effect than is yet dreamed of 
either by the union workers or the em- 
ployers. How it can fail to influence 
the employers is not an easy thing to 


reason out.

“CLOSED SHOP” DEAD. 
“In the true and literal sense the 
death knell of the closed shop has, 


therefore, been sounded in Illinois. 


Indictment and. criminal trials and 


convictions of the parties to ch 
agreements, whether employers or em- 
ployés, might be sought and obtained 
at any time in the local courts, and 


it is hardly probable that any reckless 
risks of that sort will be invited. 

“On the broad and high ground of the 
public good the closed shop is con- 
demned by the Appellate Court. The 
system is declared to be in restraint of 
trade and against sound public policy. 
In this sense the ruling may 
have an important bearing on 
that most momentous issue of the 
times—the problem of curbing and 
regulating the great industrial 
trusts or monopolies. Judge Adams 
places ‘the wunion-labor trust’ on 
the same plane with the industrial 
trusts as an agency whose inevitable 
tendency is to restrain trade. His 
opinion on this interesting point ise 
emphatic and leaves not a single loop- - 
hole of escape for the labor-union sys- 
tem placed under the ban. 

“It is one of the first great judicial 
opinions, if not the very first, in which 
union labor is pronounced a ‘trust in 
the restraint trade.” With inex- 
orable logic the jurist shows how the 
closed-shop agreement demanded by 
union labor is In its essence a trust 
and tends to create an illegal monop- 
oly in favor of one class of workmen— 
the members of labor unions.

Maude Adams. 

When Maude Aadams was a Hittle 
girl, between seven and eight years 
of age, she was the favorite tot 
among the juvenile players who were 
in the caste of plays brought out at 
Platt’s Hall, San Francisco, when that 
house of amusement was in its glory. 
“Little Maude Adams,” as she was 
then affectionately termed, was made 
much of by theater goers, for they 
had already predicted for her a bril- 
liant future, seeing in her antics upon 
the stage the touch of an artist. 

It was during the autumn of 1892, 
that the general public, as well as 
newspaper critics in New York, 


‘praised most highly a young and at- 


tractive actress who appeared in sup- 
port of a star, who had previously 
been leading man in one of the most 
noted stock companies in this coun- 
try—Augustin Daly’s. 

The actress was Maude Adams, and 
the star John Drew. The favor be- 
stowed was principally owing to the 
delicate and refined manner in which 
Miss Adams enacted the part of a 
tipsy young woman, doing so in an 
exquisitely comic way, and without 
being in the least offensive. The play 
was “A Masked Ball,” and the char- 
acter that of Suzanne. 

From this date Miss Adams may be 
said to have begun her reign as a 
star in the estimation of the public, 
though she did not actually becom 


¥ one until she appeared as Lady Bab- 


bie in “The Little Minister,” in 1897, 
when she was launched as such in 
the city of Washington, and the first 
bouquet she carried upon the stage, as 
a star, was from the White House 
Conservatory, and those who pre- 
sented her with the flowers were Pres- 
ident McKinley and his wife. This 
was on the opening night of her en- 
gagement at the nation’s capital. 

Her career as an actress really be- 
gan with her babyhood, for she was 
carried on the stage when about eight 
or nine months old. in a play-called 
The Lost Child.” After several years 
absence from the stage, during which 
time she attended school, she was taken 
East with her mother, from San Fran- 
cisco, as above stated, and there be- 
gan her actual professional career. 
She played successive engagements 
with E. H. Sothern and Daniel Froh- 
man’s Lyceum Theater Company. Her 
first distinctive success, which gained 
for her wide personal popularity, as 
well as high critical praise, was as 
the schoolgirl, Dot Bradbury, in Hoyt’s 
comedy of New England life—‘A Mid- 
night Bell.“ This was in about 1890, 
at the Bijou Theater, New York. Miss 
Adams was then about fifteen years 
of age. 

The next season found her a mem- 
ber of Charles Frohman’s stock com- 
pany. She created the role of Dora 
in “Men and Women, and Nell in 
“The Lost Paradise. Her reputation 


consecutive years at the same theater 
in New York, in “The Little Minis- 
ter.“ making a record that has never 
been eclipsed by a star on the Amer- 
ican stage. 

Her phenomenalt success four sea- 
sons ago, in Edmond Rostand’s ro- 
mantic play .

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Queer Presents. | 


Applause and a call before the cur- 
tain are not the only ways the public 
has of showing its appreciation of a 
beantiful or clever actress. There is 
the man who waits for her outside the 
stage door, and the“ anonymous a. 
mirer who overloads her with strange 
and wonderful presents. 

One actress records that in one day, 
after a successful performance, she 
received three dozen pairs of gloves, 
four sizes too big for her, and an r- 
mous consignment of patent hair 
curlers. 

At first she attributed them to some 
person who did not mind throwing 
away a pound or two on a subtle in- 
sult, but a subsequent letter revealed 
that they had been sent to her by an 
enterprising tradesman, who was 
seeking a testimonial from her. 

In provincial towns this form of ad- 
vertisement is. often resorted to by lo- 
cal tradesmen. The testimonial of a 
celebrity is much coveted by them, 
and the only celebrities who go their 
way with any Jegree of regularity are 
those of the stage. Thus an actor or 
actress finds himself or herself the re- 
cipient of all sorts of embarrassing 
presents. These often take the form 
of foodstuffs. 

Two fair musical comedy artists 
came in for a lavish display of atten- 
tions on the part of an Eastbourne 
fishmonger, whose heart they had evi- 
dently won. Every night the worthy 
tradesman haunted the precincts of 
the theater, armed with choice cuts of 
salmon. 

At first they regarded it as a nui- 
sance, but the quality of the fish 
turned out to be so good that they 
7 agreed to accept each installment, and 
gave fish supper parties to the rest 
of the company with great success 
every night. 

A local grocer got to hear of the fish- 
monger’s prowess, and promptly 
turned his attention to another mem- 
ber of the company, and, to show the 
great variety of his stock, used to send 
her the pick of his tinned fruits, 
sweets, cakes and the like, to such an 
extent that even the assembled com- 
pany found it difficult*to get through 
everything sent. 

It is, of course, the pretty actress 
who comes in for the presents rather 
than her merely brilliant colleague. 
One charming but not very gifted ac- 
tress had a mail cart sent her, of all 
things in the world, from a local man- 
ufacturer. 3 

The same girl was presented with a 


pug dog, a creature that she hada 
particular objection to. As the gift 


was anonymous, she could not return 
it, so had to give it away to a maiden 
aunt. 

But it is not always complimentary 
presents such as these that are show- 
ered on the actress. 

A pretty French danseuse who did 
not appear to please some anonymous 
members of the audience, found await- 
ing her once three dead frogs, “as a 
token of the sender's appreciation of 
her superb acting.“ 5 

Some of these uncomplimentary 
presents take a decidedly humor- 
ous form. An actress, who had 
not distinguished herself particularly 
in her part, one night found a sealed 
letter awaiting her. It was marked 
“urgent,” and contained a note, saying 
that the inclosure was sent on behalf 
of the townsmen to request her to use 
it without delay. It was a third- 


class ticket to the next big town. A 
terribly broad hint! 
A certain juvenile “lead” received 


sion. He was not a brilliant actor, be- 
ing one of the “stick” variety, his 
only distinguishing feature being a 
head of assertive flaxen hair. At the 
same time his confidence in his own 
powers and personal attractiveness 
were unbounded. 

The manager one day received an 

anonymous letter from someone say- 
ing that he would send around an un- 
derstudy for the young man's part, on 
the approval of the manager, in 
case the actor playing the juvenile 
part might by any chance be taken ill 
apd cause inconvenience. 
Later on he found a long box await- 
ing him at the stage déor, and upon 
opening it in the presence of the com- 
pany, who had heard of the expected 
understudy, it was found to contain 
a balfpenny cane, with a fragment of 
flax tied at one end. This was the 
understudy! 

The poor victim did not recover 
from the cruel joke for some time, 
and the laughter of the company did 
not make matters more pleasant for 
him. - 

Nothing seems too grotesque to send 
actors and actresses as presents. One 
actress recieved from a Birmingham 
cutlery firm, in addition to a set of 
dinner knives, a hollow-ground razor 
and a man’s hunting knife. What can 
have possessed the senders is difficult 
to guess, unless they wished to urge 
her on to assassinating the company!

portionately large and if you do not 
have business there you will nct be 
there.

Presently the 
marriage service begins, but a screen 
separates the happy pair. They are 
sprinkled with rice, scented oil and 
flowers, and then the screen is taken 
away.

in the hall. Odd to discover, 
most of these state umbrellas 
are made here in London, and 
and it may be said that they are prob- 
ably about the most elaborate and 
costly things in their line ever pro- 
duced. To begin with, they are of 
enormous size, some of them, when 
open, measuring ten feet across. The 
coverings of most of them are of red, 
white, yellow and blue silk, in alter- 
nate stripes, with deep fringes, also of 
much gaudiness. A state umbrella 
sent out to Africa a few weeks 
ago had for its apex a sterling silver 
eagle standing on two silver cannons, 
this design being of really exquisite 
workmanship and over nine inches in 
height. And on the silk covering of 
this umbrella was a symbolic emblem 
done in pure gold—a hen and eight 
chickens, representing the chief and 
his leading henchmen—all worked in 
eighteen-carat metal. Such a state um- 
brella costs about $350, and can be 
used only by a. potentate of the high- 
est rank. It is carried over the lordly 
one’s head by bearers, while other 
bearers steady the umbrella by silken 
cords attached to the uppermost 
The umbrellas used by 
chiefs are smaller, though also elab- 
orate in pattern, and usually have 


The least 
them costs about 
THE MIGHTY ALAFIN. 

It was rather surprising to learn 
from Sir William Macgregor—who has 
made quite a study of the subject— 
that there is Tittle doubt that the um- 
brella first was used as a royal sym- 
bol in Egypt. The Governor of Lagos 
declares that all the authorities agree 
on this point, and he showed the writer 
several prints of Egyptian friezes 
which pictured rulers under their 
state umbrellas. There is plenty of 
evidence to show that the Yoruba tribe 
was Egyptian originally, so it seems 
likely that when the nation worked its 
way down to the Nigerian country it 
brought this quaiht custom with it. 
Before the European umbrella was ob- 
tainable in West Africa, the Yorubas 
made their own, using leather for the 
crown and bamboo for the rod. These 
“homemade” 
dyed gorgeously with indigo, vermil- 
ion and lemon-colored stains, so a 
missionary tells me.

If he fs just pretty lofty in station, 
the visitor strikes the grouhd with his 
forehead. But if his host is of next 
higher grade, it is etiquette that the 
guest snall kiss the ground besides. 
Up a step further in the social scale 
and the native debutante has to lay 
his cheek against the earth in addition 
to doing the other things, while, in 
the presence of the Oni of Ife, who is 
next in rank to the Alafin, one has also 
to roll over to the left. When salut- 
ng the supreme chief, he has to roll 
over to the left, and then to the right, 
as well! 

The “Oni of Ife,” is the High Priest 
of the Yoruba tri and it really is a 
little startling to find out how curious- 
ly his functions are like those of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. Ife is, in 
fact, the Canterbury of Yorubaland, 
and there the “Oni” lives and takes 
care of the crowns that belong to the 
fifteen chiefs of the tribe, and of the 
royal relics. Most of these consist of 
stones, carved into various forms. 
One of them is shaped like a fish and 
I am told that its design is a well 
known Egyptian one and makes the 
origin of the Yoruba people practi- 
cally certain. The Alafin is the tem- 
poral head of the nation, but the Oni is 


the spiritual head, and he it ise who 
has the power of gran all honors 
—notably umbrellas. e Yoruba 


chiefs don’t succeed to this rank by 
virtue of their birth, but are elected 
‘by the council of their respective 
tribes. Such an election, however, 
doesn’t mean necessarily that the 
chosen one can carry an umbrella; 
these are granted only to chiefs whose 
pedigree ie beyond reproach, or who 
have rendered important services to 
the State. Anyway, the “say” is with 
the Oni of Ife, and he decides whether 
or not an umbrella shall be vouch- 
safed and, if so, of what dimensions 
and pattern. Also whether the newly- 
elected chief may wear a crown. The 
Yoruba crowns are made of wicker 
work covered with beads and with 
fringes of beads hanging down from 
from their edges. Like the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the Oni of Ife crowns a 
new' chieftain in person, and bestows 
his umbrella upon him with all due 
solemnity.

READY FOR SALMON RUN 
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Preparations in the Northwest 
for the Annual Catch of This 
| Toothsome Fish. 

[Seattle Post-Intelligencer:] While 
the.canning sedson on the Sound has 
not yet opened, spring salmon are mak- 
ing their appearance in large numbers, 
and a considerable business is being 
done at Anacortes in the way of ship- 
ping fresh fish to market, the large 
specimens being salted. The run is not 
large enough yet to justify canning 
Operations, but canters are better 
pleased with the prospect and are pre- 
paring for work when the real run be- 
gins. A pecyliar thing in connection 
| with the spring salmon this yeur is 

that they are accompanied by a sprink- 
ling of sockeyes, an unusual circum- 
stance at this season. Whether it por- 
tends an earlier or larger run of these 
fish than expected is a debated point 
among fish men. 

Cannery men are still of the opinion 
that this year will be light, basing the 
belief on the traditional fourth year 
period of shortage, and have made their 
preparations accordingly. Some of the 
plants will not be operated this summer 
and others will work on a smaller scale 
than usual. There are others, however, 
who differ from that view, and believe | 
that the fish will come in larger num- | 
bers than anticipated by most fisher- 
men, They derive their belief from the 
opmion that the size of the run de- 
pends upon the spring floods, and that 
if there is a good rise in Fraser River 
in April and May that will send a large 
volume of fresh water out to sea where 
the fish can detect it, there will be a 
larger run than if the floods came later 
an the river is low during these 
months. 

In Alaskan waters canners are about 
ready to begin the season's work. The 
removal of the government restriction 
limiting the beginning of operations to 
the first of July resulted in earlier 
preparations this year, and practically 
everything is in readiness to begin when 
the first run appears, which is usually 
about June 10° Crews and supplies 


to come. One of the last vessels left on 
Wednesday, carrying supplies to Chil- 
kat Inlet for the Alaska Fisheries 
Union, though the company has had a 
force on the ground for several weeks.

ALFALFA MEAL FOR STOCK. 

Among foods for stock, I found an 
article that certainly deserves atien- 
tion, and will specially interest Cal- 


meal. Simply the alfalfa is ground 
down very fine. This results in the 
removal of a large percentage of moi:- 
ture—600 pounds from the ton of green 
fodder. The alfalfa meal is claimed 
to be in better form for feeding to ail 
classes of stock, including poultry, 
more convenient. to handle than the 
baled hay, and easier to mix with the 
grain feed necessary to make the bal- 
anced ration. 3 \ 
A very simple but very efficient de- 
vice for the hand-planting of potatoes 
also attracted my notice. It will be 
found in the British section, and con- 
sists simply of three light tubes, the 
top ends close together, the lower ends 
spread ont to the desired distance 
apart, varying from twelve to eightoen 
inches. A guage rod at the bottom 
keeps the tubes in position, and at one 
end projects the necessary number of 
inches for measuring. The potatoes 
to be sown. are carried in a hopper 
strapped to the breast. Thus equipped 
the worker starts off at a rapid walk, 
taking potatoes from the hopper three 
at a time, dropping one down each 
tube, and all with surprising swift- 
ness. The man in charge at St. Louis 
sowed for me all Sis available floor 
space in the twinkling of an eye, and 
with beautiful regularity. With this 
simple machine, two men working ten 
hourse have planted just seren 
acres, and this without having incur- 
red the fatigue of stooping. Emerson. 
once said: “There would be more til- 
lers of the soll if the work could be 
brought breast high.” This invention 
certainly effects this end in one de- 
partment of field labor, and it is like- 
ly to be adopted by all who cannot af- 
ford or employ an elaborate horse ma- 
chine for potato planting. 
AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY. 
Finally, we have the great display 
of agricultural machinery_of all kinds, 
for all purposes, and of all makes, 
neerly all of it American. Much of it 
may be seen in actual operation, run- 


ning dy electric power. 
all very beautiful, but, Ithough 
L bave made it a point to visit 


each installation and consult with the 
expert in charge, I find that there are 
almost no impoftant novelties to an- 
nounce. A continuous process of per: 
fecting is, of course, going on in alf 
machines, so that here and there at- 
tention may be drawn to improve- 
ments in detail. But these are of a 
technical kind, the precise value of 
which either the skilled mechanic or 
tue farmer must decide for himself. 
There are makes of hay presses, power 
pumps, and sprays, that claim to be 
avie to-do double the work of the olaer 
models; again, the intending pur- 
chaser must examine to be convinced. 
One unquestionably new machine, how- 
ever, deserves a special word of men- 
tion; it may be seen working outside 
the Agricultural Building, close to the 
space reserved for windmills. It is an 
invention from Oklahoma, patented 
only this year, and more than one 
quite disinterested expert spoke to me 
about it as having remarkable points 
of advantage. This is a non-cylinder, 
self-feeding, self-stacking, pneumatic 
thrashing machine. The work of the 
usual cylinder is performed by revolv- 
ing fans and beaters combined, which 
| closely reproduce the old hand fail 
action, and make it impossible for a 
single ear to escape unthrashed. The 
straw travels up a chute along with 
the grain, and the two are separated 
by gravity. precisely on the centrifugal 
principle of the cream separator. The 
machine is certainly much less cum- 
bersome than any other of the kind ex- 
hibited; indeed, it claims to be only 
‘half the size and half the weight, yet 
with douge capacity although run 
with half the power. It is operated 
here by a Mght gasoline engine. 

Before leaving the agricultural sec- 
tion, I would just mention that in the 
adjoining Palace of Horticulture Cali- 
fornia has now added to her attrac- 
tions a panoramic view of a portion of 
Riverside county. The towns of San 
Bernardino, Coiton, Highgrove, River- 
side, and Corona are shown—a stretch | 
of some thirty miles.

“I have a measuring tape where- 
with I can measure a novelist’s soul,” 


said a student of psychology. “A 
novelist, according to my way of 
thinking, puts only himself in his 


books. Each of his men and women 
is a part of himself, a facet of his own 
character. Thus it follows that the 
people he treats of most are the peo- 
ple most like himself—if he _ treats 
most of cowards, he is a coward, and 
50 on. 

“That is my measuring tape, and if 
you apply it to dead novelists, with 
whose lives literary history has made 
you familiar, you find that it meas- 
ures accurately. 

“Take, for instance, Dickens. Dick- 
ens. with his Pickwicks and Wellers, 
wrote most about people that drank 
too much. in the novels of Dickens 
they are always brewing bowls of 
punch, drinking hot brandy and water, 
attacking pineapple rum. Hence, the 
conclusion that Dickens himself drank 
ioo much. Well, there is abundant 
proof that this conclusion is true. 

“Take Guy de Maupassant. He 
liked best to manipulate <tharacters 
of the Bel Ami’ type—atrocious liber- 
tines. Tolstoi is our proof that Mau- 
passant was like his writings. Read 
Tolstoi’s essay on him—read what 
Turgeneff murmured as he loaned 
Tolstoi one of Maupassant’s books. 

“Take George Gissing. He wrote in 
the main of intelligent young men 
and women, who, with luxasicus 
tastes, suffered in the grip of the ig- 
noblest poverty.

Pronunciation of Niagara. 

“Everybody pronounces Niagara 
wrong,” said a philologist.

Niagara means Hark to the thun- 
der.’ Its accent should fall on the 
penult because the Indians themselves 
accent it there, because in practically 
all our Indian names of places the 
penult is the accented syllable.

In all these names 
the accent is on the penult.

TRANSPORTATION MATTERS. 
The Diario Oficial has Just puo- 
lished the contract with the Federal 
government made by the representa- 
tives of the China Commercial Steam- 
ship Company, Limited, on the 14th 
of last month, as reforming its con- 
cession of January 23, 1903, and thus 
it becomes a law. The company is 
now authorized to make its connec- 
tiens from ports in Japan and China 
with the ports of Manzanillo and Sa- 
lina Cruz, direct, instead of calling 
at San Francisco.

Director Manuel Fernandez Leal, 
of the Mexico City Mint, estimates 
the total coinage for the fiscal year 
ending the 30th of this month, at 
about $23,000,000, against $27,000,000 
coined in 1902-1903. The production 
in the two outside mints, at Zacatecas 
and Culiacan, is small, perhaps less 
than $3,000,000 per annum, combined. 
The falling off in coinage this year 
is due to the fact that Jess silver bars 
have been brought by the public for 
coinage. The Monterey smelter in 
April sent in 338 bars. Since Febru- 
ary, when this smelter commenced 
sending silver to the Mexican mint, 
it has delivered 13,894 bars of fine 
silver, which has turned out $21,608,- 
600. The El Oro Mining and Railway 
Company sends every month a large 
number of silver bars, carrying 4 
heavy percentage of gold, which the 
mint separates and then coins both 
metals for the company. The silver 
from Pachuca is forwarded to the 
mint through the Mortgage Bank. 
The government has an assay office 
at Guanajuato, which receives the 
silver bars frem the miners and 
sends them to the Mexico mint free 
of cost to the depositors. All the 
coinage produced at the mint is sent 
daily to the National Bank, where the 
owners of the silver bars collect their 
respective amounts by check from 
the mint, less the 2 per cent. coinage 
dues. Working ten hours per day, 
the Mexico mint is capable of coin- 
ing $100,000 daily, besides the fifty, 
twenty, ten and five-cent pieces and 
the copper cents. New machinery, 
however, has just arrived at Vera 
Cruz for the mint. When once in- 
stalled, which will be within three | 
months, the mint will have a coining 
capacity of $250,000 daily, in the va- 
rious classes of coins.

A number of persons who 
became interested in Sefior Cuevas’s 
success have obtained seeds of the tree 
from him and these have germinated 
nicely, and the trees give promise of a 
rapid growth. If the trees can be suc- 
cessfully grown in Texas, it will mean 
the solution of the boll. weevil prob- 
lem, as tests show the cotton tree to 
be immune from the attacks of this 
pest. The recent official report of 
United States Consular Agent Light of 
(Guadalajara, Mex., to the United 
‘States Agricultural Department, on 


the commercial possibilities of the cot- 


‘ton tree, was not altogether favorable, 
his chief objection being that the ex- 
pense of picking the cotton from the 
tree would be too great to make its 
cultivation a practical success. Sefior 
Cuevas has answered this objection, 
He says: 

“There is no difficulty whatever in 


“gathering the crop of the larger trees. 


When the trees are half-grown the 
higher branches are pulled downwartl 
so that the cotton can be easily pick- 
ed; but when they are full grown the 
branches are thick and strong enouch 
to allow a boy to Climb the tree and 
walk along the branches and so gather 
the fruit. 

“In fertile ground and good climate, 
with no frost, you may estimate that 
each tree will yleld from twenty to 
twenty-five pounds, inclydi the seed. 
When planted so as to be irrigated, say 
for instance in June, this plant or tree 
will produce its first crop of cotton 
in the month of January next. To my 
mind there is no objection to dwarfing

growing very finely on the Rancho wa 
Cofradia, near the town of Tuxcueca, 
State of Jalisco. The ground consists 
entirely of rocks and sand, covered 
with a vegetable subsoil of only a few 
inches in depth.” 

Sefior Cuevas says that the cotton 
trees can be planted at a distance of 
aoout ten feet apart. More than 400 
trees to the acre can be cultivated, 
and at an average yield of twenty 
pounds of cotton each the yield per 
acre would be 8000 pounds, or sixteen 
bales. This is said to be a conserv- 
ative estimate of the average yield. 
Continuing, Sefior Cuevas says in his 
report: 

“The expense of planting the cot- 
ton is no greater than the expense ot 
planting corn. The cotton tree is able 
to withstand droughts during eight 
months o. the year. It is not attacked 
by boll weevil, the great enemy of the 
ordinary cotton plant, which causes so 
much Gamage among the cotton plan- 
tations in the northern portion of the 
republic. 

“It is planted once in from twenty- 
five to thirty years. A short time ago 
a tree was cut down on account of it 
being in the way. It was planted in 
the time of Maximiltan; it never failed 


in its production, nor was it attacked 


by any insect or suffered any other ac- 
cident,

“The seed is planted at the beginning 
of the rainy season; at 4 months old it 
is about four feet high and begins to 
blossom, and at the age of 2 years it 
is about ten feet high and the harvest 
then begins to be remunerative. During 
the rigors of the dry season its foliage 
is always deep green, when grown in 
very dry lands; if the lands were irri- 
gated and the necessary care taken, 
the crop obtained would be consider- 
ably in¢reased. Completely abandoned, 
without irrigation or cultivation, and 
without any care whatever; I know of 
trees that produce fifteen pounds, not 
taking into account the losses from 
the birds or what is carried away by 
the wind. 

“If planted in fertile soil and the 
proper distance apart, at the end of the 
third year, and sometimes before, the 
shade of the tree covers the ground, 
prevepting the ground from becoming 
dry and parched, and likewise prevent- 
ing a too abundant growth of weeds 
that would otherwise spring up, saving 
the expense of keeping the flelds clean 
from weeds and grasses.“ 

Sefior Cuevas says that the expense 
of harvesting the crop ts only about 1 
cent per pound.

From its attractive binding and beau- 
tiful frontispiece to its comprehensive 
index, Miss Niles’s volume is a de- 
licht to the eye of the most casual ob- 
server. To the dwellers in the quiet 
country, or,to the thousands who 
throng thither for rest and amusement, 
it is a revelation of the beauty lying 
at their very doors, of the treasures 
which they need only a little exertion 
te make their own. But to those who, 
like Miss Niles, find in the beauty of 
hature not only joy in color and form, 
but keen scientific interest in the na- 
ture and the habits of flowers, the 
work will be a source of lasting pleas- 
ure and profit. 

As its name signifies, Miss Niles's 
Fock is a study of the various forms 
o orchids found in the Hoosae Valley 
and in the State of Connecticut and 
Massachusetts. It is the record of the 
author's experience for three succes- 
sive seasons in this picturesque re- 
gion in which are to be found forty of 
the seventy-two species of North At- 
lantic orchids. But it is far from being 
a dull statistical account of the scien- 
tile side of these journeyings, for it 
breathes the very spirit of out-of- 
doors, and is fresh with the breezes 
which stir the woodland.

Miss Niles is not only a 
lever of orchids, but a keen observer 
of nature. No form of life, animal, in- 
sect, bird or plant, escapes her well- 
trained eye, and all blend harmo- 
tiously into the prone picture of the 
spring miracle, clothing of he 
world with beauty. 

The book is a labor of love and proves 
Its author not only a student and a 
writer of ability but an artist of con- 
siderable skill, as is evidenced by the 
beautiful colored photographs which 
adorn her pages and reproduce with 
accuracy the exquisite coloring of the 
various New England orchids, con- 
spicuous among them being the showy 
Lady's Slipper, the Indian's Moccasin 
ficower, the small Yellow Moccasin 
fiower, the only really fragrant species 
in the Atlantic region, and the long 
Purple fringed orchid, the “long pur- 
ples’ of Shakespeare's day. 

These are perhaps the most beautiful 
of the twenty-four colored fllustra- 
tions, but all of them, as well as he 
forty-eight in black and white, are re- 
markable for theif fidelity to nature, 
and their artistic grouping.

Such an undertaking could only be 
successfully carried out by one who 

beth a genuine bird Jover and an 
accomplished musician, and, moreover, 
possessed of an unusually quick and 
accurate ear, and a retentive memory. 
Even granting these advantages, the 
experiment of reproducing the exquis- 
ite modulation and fluty trills of the 
little warblers by an artificial con- 
trivance is extremely hazardous. Nor 
has Mr. Matthews been uniformly suc- 
cessful in his attempt. The cry of the 
owl as interpreted by him bears not 
the faintest resemblance to the dismal 
hoot, so feared of poultry breeders; 
and the familiar “Bob White” call of 
the quail would assuredly never 
recognized by the bird himself. The 
whip-poor- will song is well reproduced, 
as are those of the oriole andthe wood- 
pecker, but the crow call and the bob- 
o-Unk's song are lacking in character 
and in tone color. The omission of the 
dove or wood-piegen is rather surpris- 
ing, as ts al o the amount of space de- 
voted to the sparrows—a family not 
usually regarded as musicaly gifted.. 
The song of the cuckoo is perhaps the 
mest artistic of the collection, which 
regarded as a whole, is an interesting 
and suggestive study of bird music. 

The text is excellent. Clearly and 
concisely worded, and conveying in 
pleasant fashion the result of the au- 
thor’s intimate acquaintance not only 
with the birds themselves, but with 
the opinion held by the best authori- 
ties concerning them, and with the im- 
pressions they have made upon the 
minds of those akin to them among 
mankind—the poets who have endeav- 
ored to interpret their songs. 

The iimstrations are numerous, but 
the colorine is far m satisfactory; 
the contrasts are too giaring, the neu- 
tral tints dull and lifeless. Much bet- 
ter results are acheived in black and 


white sketches. These reproduce the 


delicacy of outline and purity of form 
Which are structural characteristics ot 
birds, and, by which. joined to thei:

be easily recognised.

After this experience. Mr. Funk to 
test the mediuin, asked to have the 
genuine widow's mite distinguished 
from the imitation, and the answer 
pointed out not the one shown in the 
dictionary tilustration, but the other. 
much darker in color than the former. 
The two coins were again sent to the 
mint, and the darker declared the gen- 
uine mite.

‘Hallie Erminite Rives has found in 
the life ot George Gordon, Lord Byron, 
a fertile Mterary field. Her book is & 
peculiar one—uneven work, with some 
splendid literary excellences and some 
glaring defects. Miss Rives consti- 
tutes herself in a measure Lord Byron's 
apologist, and there are points in the 
story at which, in an endeavor to 
justify her hero, she has introduced 
coincidences and enhanced facts in a 
manner hardly warranted by history. 
So much that she has written u true, 
however, in character probability or 
possibility if not according to the writ- 
ten record, that, leaving out of ac- 
count a few scenes, the story makes 
the genera! impression or a sympathetic 
character study—a fartiy just and ob- 
jective rendering of the causes and 
events that drove a sensitive, passion- 
ate and beauty-worshiping nature to 
reckless and daring profiigacy. 

The literary workmansnip of the book 
is in part excellent, but in its general 
effect uneven, The eariier chapters of 
the book contain some telling climaxes, 
well managed, and the middle portions 
rise at times to a passionate eloquence 
in depicting the crises of embitterment 
and despair through which the poet 
passed: but the later chapters are too’ 
crowded with event, as if the author 
were embarrassed bz a wealth of bio- 

phical material, of which there is a 
esire to render a fairly faithful ac- 
count. For similar’ reasons, doubtless, 
the story lacks wnity—imagination ap- 
pearing trammeled dy a multiplicity 
of important details, in which the 
sense of proportion and contrast, 80 
necessary to dramatic effect, is lost.

technicality raised by the defendant 
himself. He entered a plea of guilty 
to the charges and specifications under 
the title of “neglect or duty.“ As the 
specifications were the same under 
the second charge, Lockwood refused 
to plead to it; he said it would be plac- 
ing himself twice in jeopardy. 

The officers of the court had the room 
cleared to consider his plea in bar. 
When the doors were reopened it was 
announced that the court held that rhe 
defendant must plead to both charges 
and both sets of specifications. 


Capt. Fredericks, the judge-advocate, 


who is also District Attorney of the 
county, was disposed to argue the 
matter with the members of the court, 
expressing the opinion that it would 
be-equivalent to asking a man to plead 
in the civil courts to the charges of 
“assault to murder,” “assault with a 
deadly weapon,” “assault,” and dat 
tery,” for the same offense of hitting 
aman with a club. 

His remarks made such an impres- 
sion that the court was again cleared 
and the doors closed. 

While the defendant and the judge- 
advocate, and the spectators, stenogra- 
pher, etc., were waiting in an ante- 
room, the president of the court opened 
a crack of the door and asked for the 
udge-advocate. Capt. Fredericks went 
n and the door closed again. 

After a lapse, he came out into the 


anteroom again, remarking with a grin: 


That's error No. 1. 
The regulations provide that tf the 
members of the court desire to consult 
the judge- advocate, it must be done in 
open court. It will be noted that this 
was the chief target for the general's 
criticism. He expresses no opinion as 
to whether or not Lockwood should have 
been compelled to enter a plea to both 
charges with the specifications the 
The court finally cut out the 
second charge. - 

The findings that they arrived at, as 
published in the order yesterday were 
as follows: 

“And the court does, therefore, 
sentence him, Capt. George O. Lock- 
wood, commanding Co. A, Seventh Reg- | 
iment of Infantry. First Brigade. N.G. 
C, “To be cashiered and incapacitated 

holding any military commis- 
on.“ 

The sentence is considered too severe. 
Not a year ago another officer was tried 
by court-martial for the same offense 
in a much more aggravated form, im- 
pudent letters in that case having been 
sent in reply to official remonstrances. 
That officer was only stenenced to a 
reprimand. 

This order of yesterday, is issued 
accordance with the military custom. 
. The sentence of a military court is 
not final. The members are selected 
and ordered to sit by (in case like 
Lockwood's) the commander of the 
brigade. After hearing the evidence, 
and deliberating thereon, the members 
of the court, voting by rank from the 
junior up, prepare a report of the ver- 
dics. or findings. These findings are 
sent to the officer ordering the court. 
He either approves or disapproves the 
finding; may decrease but not increase 
the sentence.

Correspondents in Japan Must 
Kowtow to Him. 


Remarkable Rise in Life of 1 
Former Servant. 


The career of Dr. Kyoski Uyeda, cen- 
sor of the foreign press correspondents 
in Japan, is a remarkable illustration 
of the indominable energy, persever- 
ance, ability and intellectual quickness 
of the Japanese race. 

From the menial position of a servant 
in an American family in this State, to 


DR. EYOSKE UYEDA

one of the most important offices un- 
der his government, is the jump that 
this young student accomplished by a 
few years of studious application in 
this country, 

His search for knowledge, begun im- 
mediately subsequent to his arrival here 
from his home in the Mikado’s king- 
dom, was pursued with such untiring 
persistence that he succeeded in reach- 
ing within a comparatively few years 
the goal of his ambition as a pupil, a 
diploma from the University of Chi- 
cago. 

George. as he was christened by 
Mrs. M. A. Knoderer of No. 530 Temple 
street, Los Angeles, when he entered 
her employ at the age of 14, soon evi- 
denced his superiority over the average 
servant, and was accorded many privi- 
leges in the household in consequence. 

Nearly all his spare time was spent 
in study, and although he never at- 


tended a public school, being given 
only occasional special instruction, 
after a.few years he a course 


at the Chicago college by correspond- 
ence. 

Ten years after the young student 
had set foot on American soil, without 
‘the ability to spell even his own name in 
the English language, he received his 
degree trom the Illinois institution as a 
doctor of philosephy. It was the “first 
sheepskin” ever granted to a non-resi- 
dent student. 

George, as he was still familiarly 
known by his acquaintances in Amer- 
ict, then engaged himself in translat- 
ing a number of English scientific works 
into the Japanese language. As a mark 
of gratitude for his able effort in this 
direction, the home government gave 
their scholarly subject a position which 
enabled him to tour the world. His 
‘mission was to visit every country 
where Japanese students were being 
educated at their government's expense, 
and be satisfied that they were receiv- 
ing proper instruction. 

It was during this pilgrimage that 
the preser.t hostilities with Russia were 
begun, and the official was tecalled 
home from Formosa, where he was at 
= time. 

o quote his own language, he became 
“attached to the famous Gen. Baron 
Kodama, partly in the capacity of his 
secretary, but my principal duty is to 
take censorship of the foreign communi- 
cations, and of papers, magazines, etc., 
published in foreign tongues in differ- 
ent countries. There are now more 
than sixty foreign cororespondents here 
representing nearly 100 European and 
American papers.” He concludes with 
the characteristic loyal statement: 
‘The nation from the beginning is very 
confident that we will come out vic- 
torious at the end.”

Said he yesterday: “I am 
paying my men the stipulated union 
scale of $3.50 for a day of eight hours, 
and never had the least trouble with 
them, and no question of salary was 
raised at all. Now they throw me 
down and leave my work unfinished, 
blistering in a hot sun, simply be- 
cause some other painter in this town 
has taken half a dollar off his prices. 
What somédne else does is not my 
business—and in the future what the 
union does is not my business—I am 
done with unionism.” 

The master-painters are employing 
non-union workmen as fast as they 
can find them. It is said that there 
is a scarcity of non-union painters 
just now. as every one has deen 
eagerly taken up by contractors, who

It is scarcely nec- 
essary to point out that this is not 
a desirable field for the training of 
the young, and that they are very 
likely to drift into evil habits. In 
eastern cities it has been found that 
public playgrounds result in taking 
the children from the streets, and im- 
proving the moral tone of the growing 
generation to a most encouraging ex- 
tent. 

The idea would be to provide the 
playground with facilities for all 
kinds of healthy outdoor sports, to- 
gether with simple gymnastic appli- 
ances, such as are found in leading 
parks elsewhere. These would be 
found-of benefit to the children, from 
a hygienic viewpoint, promoting their 
physical health. It will usually be 
found that a boy who takes interest 
in manly outdoor sports is not likely 
to fall into bad habits, such as cigar- 
ette smoking and other practices 
that produce physical and mental de- 
generation. 

But the Council will do well to go 
slow in the matter of the proposition 
to purehase a tract of land, at a cost 
of not less than $100,000, to be used 
exclusively a children's 
ground.” In addition to the cost of 
the land there would be an expense 
of several thousands more for fitting 
t up for the purpose named, and 
the continuing expense for mainte- 
nance would be no small matter. 
That the little ones should have all 
the public playgrounds the munic- 
ipality can afford to furnish is con- 
ceded, 

The question of the present ex- 
pediency of the proposed plan at once 
arises. Cannot the desired end be ac- 
complished, with less expense than 
would attach to the proposition as now 
put forth, and with much more satis- 
factory and immedjate results, by en- 
larging the scope of our public park 
System, rather than segregating a 
particular new tract to the uses pro- 
posed? Granting without argument 
the destrability of a children's play- 
ground,” the real problem is how to 
provide the same to best advantage 
under the existing condition of city 
finances. 

Most of the schoolhouses are pro- 
vided with limited accommodations in 
this respect (which might be ma- 
terially improved at comparatively 
small expense,) and the city has a 
great amount of park room, which 
might be utilized for the purpose at 
much less expense than would be re- 
quired for the purchase and dtting 
up of additional grounds. 


A corner of each park in the city 


might be Gtted as a playground 
for the little ones, as fast 
as money can be ‘spared for 


the purpose. This would add to the 
attractiveness and popularity of the 
parks, besides providing the children 
with the desired facilities for exer- 
cise and enjoyment.

The purpose of vacation is to 
effect a change. The man who stoops 
over a desk all he year round, longs 
at last for freedom under the blue sky. 
There comes over him a yearning to 
Ite down by the sea and listen to the 
rear of the waves as they pound out 
their melodies on the rocks or the 
beach. He wants to sit idly, perhaps, 
under the trees by the river, or stand 
knee deep in the mountain stream and 
capture the speckled trout. He is will- 
ing to pay money for these heaven- 
born expcriences. It is, as another has 
said, the call of the wild.” A certain 
celebrated Englishman once declared:

It 
brings the wanderer back to his toil 
refreshed—-howevé? weary he may ap- 
pear for a time. It gives him a better 
and nobler view of life. He has had 
time to think about other things than 
his daily duties, or perchance he has 
found those things which will make 
his daily duties lighter and sweeter. 
Never mind the cost, in dollars and 
cents. It should be reasonable—yes; 
but a dollar more or less invested 
above the estimate is no more lost 
than an unexpected dollar in the sav- 
ings bank. 

And, after all, is there not a higher 
and nobler plane of life than the purely 
financial? What is there in Mr. Sage 
to provoke the emulation of any man 
who views his existence from the 
| standpoint of love and light? By the 
rule of three, he is a model citizen. 
By the law of humanity, the law of 
the Golden Rule, there are better men 
than Mr. Sage. There are poor, cheer- 
ful, loving toilers by the million who 
would not change places with any man 
who had nothing to exchange but a po: 
of gold. Mr. Sage has missed the point 
of view, as anyone will whose heart 
and brain have been daily sacrificed 
upon the altar of money. Such a man 
as Mr. Sage could hardly have taken 
any other view, because it's the only 
one he knows. The confession. that he 
never had a vacation in his life debars 
him at once and forever from giving 
advice about vacations. 

Finally, Mr. Sage, in lieu of that 
costly respite which every man yearns 
for, “stay at home and take things 
easy. But that advice is preéminently 
un-American. The man who “takes 
things easy in these hustling days 
gets left in the race of life. There is 
only one way to “take things easy” 
and that is to temporarily step out of 
the race and enjoy for a season those 
beauties of nature which are a part 
ot human existence and for which the 
werld was made. And not all the-ful- | 
minations of Mr. Sage and others of 
his kind will ever be able to remove | 
from consideration the joy and peace 
and comfort of a day in the woods or 
by the sea. For without these high and 
holy opportunities the wealth of the 
world can afford no adequate compen- 
sation.

PLAN LIBERIAN COLONY. 


Newark Men Going to Africa to Get 
Concessions—Hope to Send 
20,000 Negroes. 

{New York Sun:] A number of col 
ored men in Newark, N. J., are se- 
riously at work planning the emigra- 
tion of a number of their fellows and 
their families to Liberia. They have 
selected two their number to start 
for Liberia about the middle of the 
present month, to look for a proper 
place for a settlement, and to obtain 
some sort of concession from the au- 
thorities of Liberia, 

James J. Carmichael and Walter L. 
Darden are to make the trip to Africa. 
They are officers of the Liberian Emi- 
gration Association of the 
States, which so far is composed en- 
tirely of Newark colored_men. Its pres- 
ident is William H. Tingley.

Messrs. Carmichael and Darden 
they will try to send 1000 colored men 


to Liberia next December. The aver- 
age cost per man jvill be $30. It ts ex- 
pected that the berian government

The Liberian Emigration Association 
expects to get most of its colonists from 
the South.

The Liberian govern- 
ment offers each emigrant 
five acres of land free of charge, be- 
sides furnishing rations until the farms 
are ing. 

"Our — said Mr. Tinsley, 
“have developed that the Donald Steam- 
ship Company will furnish a steamship 
for $4000 that will carry 1000 persons.

One Hundred Japanese Women and 
Large Contribution Sent to Scenes 
of Battle—Plans for Celebration of 
Fall of Port Arthur. 


When Los Angeles people read in the 
morning paper th® dispatches from the 


Far East, telling of the ravages of the 


Russo-Japanese War, there is a feel- 
ing of vagueness as to the whole mat- 
ter, and a sort of mental expression 
that there is nothing vital to them- 
seives in it. In fact, the misery and 
horror of fellow-beings in a war across 
the ether side of the world never do 
appeal to us like the minor ills of our 
own neighbors. 

But right here in Los Angeles there 
are over one hundred Japanese women 
to whom the story of the present war 
is one of the most intense interest, and 
by whom the sacrifice of their jewelry, 
keepsakes, and large portions of their 
salaries from the positions they fill is 
considered a privilege, in order that the 
Red Cross fund may be enriched. 

Americans giory in the stories of the 
women in times of the Civil War, who 
struggied so vaNantiy to care for the 
rooftree and the little ones while the 
men were on the fleld of battle, and 
many are the instances of heroic self- 
sacrifice and suffering for the cause so 
dear to these loyal women's hearte, 
and in a category not far removed 
should be listed these Japanese women 
of Los Angeles, who are making such 
strenuous efforts to send of their sub- 
stance for the work of the Red Cross 
on the flelds where their own brethren 
are offering their lives before the 
god of war 

Just think of this! One hundred 
women sending as their first remit- 
tance to the Red Cross fund the sum 
of $750, and beginning at once the accu- 
mulation of another fund to remit next 
month! 

The latest phase in the flood of local 
Japanese patriotiem is the forming of 
the “Nanka Fujin Kal,” or the South- 
ern California Japanese Patriotic Asso- 
elation. The object of this association 
is obvious, and its officers are Mrs. E. 
lijima, president, Mrs. T. Arasé, vice- 
president; Mrs. K. Machizuki, secre- 
tary, and Mrs. M. Sasaki, treasurer. 

In the new society immediately after 
its organization practically every Jap- 
anese woman in Los Angeles at once 
enrolled herself and set resolutely to 
work to raise funds for the relief of 
the soldiers on the battle fleids. 

Most of these women are wage earn- 
being employed in shops, stores. 
and houses; and every one has con- 
tributed liberally of her salary for the 
fund. But this is not all, for many of 
the contributions represent the sale of 


highly-prized jewelry, or quaintly-made }- 


and richly-embroidered Japanese cos- 
tumes, for which American ladies were 
willing to pay a handsome price, but 
which, as, any American lady will read- 
ily concede, involves a delicate and 
pecullar degree of self-sacrifice. | 

In some instances the women have 
parted with highly-prized Japanese 
ware, every figure on which is ich in 
legend and historical fact to their 
minds, and which had been carefully 
brought with them from the land of 
the cherry blossoms as a constant re- 
minder of the old home. But the War 
God is at work, and the calls of mercy 
demand money, and yet more money, 
o the Japanese women lay their sacri- 
fices on the altar of patriotiem, and as 
a result of this effort last week they 
were proud to forward the 750 of their

A crime similar in character to that 
in the Colorado gold fleids last week

A reputable workingman, a man of 
family .and a man who has been in 
his present place of employment for 
years, was brutally assaulted while he 
was at his work, terribly beaten and 
kicked, his p cut and three of his 
ribs broken. Why? Simply because he 
refused to belong to a labor tnion. His 

was the paid agent of a 
union whose duty it is to intimidate 
and-threaten such workmen as insist 
upon standing on their rights to work 
for whom they please. 

Charies Clerpik was the victim. He 
now lies at his home under the care of 
two physicians. His assailant gave 
the name of B. F. Johnson, but that is 
believed to be an assumed name. At 
the time of the arrest the police did not 
know what prompted the assault, and 
being informed that it was only a street 
fight, they released Johnson on $25 cash 
bail, which he promptly gave. If he 
appears in court the whole story will 
come out. Last night the proprietor of 
the Westminster Hotel stated that he 
will use cvery possible means to secure 
the imposition of punishment which 
will fit the crime. 

Cierpik has been in the service of 
Mr. Johnson of the Westminster for 
more than two years. He is a r, 
industrious man, and a skilled work- 
man. He is employed by the month to 
do such work as may be needed at the 
hotel, and which is not of such propor- 
tions to justify its being done by con- 
tract. Cierpik is not a member of a 
labor union, but a plain, honest work- 
man, who devotes his earnings to his 
family, instead of spending them to 
support a walking delegate in idile-

SHALL THE MISCHIEF 
AFTER THE CUP? 


Diego which announced the ar- 

rival of the Detroit from the 
Great Lakes has caused a good deal 
of comment among the yachtsmen of 
Los Angeles and Pasadena. 80 far as 
can be gleaned the general opinion 
among the members of the South Coast 
Yacht Club seem to be that the pur- 
chase of the Detroit, so far as her 
defence of the Lipton Challenge Cup 
is concerned, has been useless. Local 
yachtsmen are by no means satisfied 
with the chameleon-like character of 
the rules and conditions which are 
said to govern the sailing for this 
challenge trophy. Yachtsmen here 
were so satisfied tha they knew these 
conditions that they went to the ex- 
pense of building a craft for the ex- 
press purpose of challenging. After 
the dimensions of this boat, the Mis- 
chief. were fairly well known, the 
present trustees of the cup at San 
Di:go followed the lead of their old- 
time predecessors, the New York 
Yacht Club, and proceeded to entrench 
themselves for defense in ways which 
are apt to be regretted, 

As stated in The Times some weeks 
ago, the South Coast Yacht Club has 
no intention to contest for the Lipton 
Challenge Cup t year. This resoive 
does not spring from any constitu- 
ticnal inability to take a good licking 
on a fair field. When Walter Folsom, 
one of the owners, was asked what he 
intended to do about it, he replied: “I 
have put the boat entirely in the 
hands of the club officials. Arrange- 
ments for a race as important as this 
are always. I understand, in the hands 
of the contesting clubs rather than 
bet ween individuals. © Personally. I 
can take a defeat without getting 
sore, especially when the result is 
known almost .to a certainty before- 
hand, and if my club tells me to go 
ahead. the Mischief will certainly toe 
the mark. 

As to this, perhaps some of the of- 
ficials with whom private conversa- 
tions have been held might object to 
be quoted personally. so it may be 
eufficient to say that at present the 
leaders of the local club want to see 
their way a little clearer before going 
further. Commodore Jenkins said: 
“When the tenant club supplies us 
with definite information as to what

Defeat on any side 
is wholly secondary to the importance 
of large advertising. This sounds too 
eommercial for a gentleman’s sport, 
but_it reveals a truth which has been 
proved a hundred times in older insti- 
tutions which were at one time young 
and olscure. Yachting is certain to be- 
come the greatest sport of the Cali- 
fornia coast, as it is on the Atlantic 
Coast and elsewhere; but the sport is 
nowhere until it gets before the public. 
Fine clubhouses are not paid for, club 
grounds are not beautified, world-re- 
nowned yachts are not built. and the 
sport is not pushed in its legitimate 
evolution unless attempts are success- 
fully made to keep club affairs in the 
focus of the public vision. 

The South Coast Yacht Club needs 
to pay for its new clubhouse; it needs 
new and wealthy membership and 
powerful backing and the fleets that 
are born of millionaires, and here 
comes in a word of wisdom from an 
old- timer: Race the Mischief this 
year. She will get lost, but the club 
will be found—eventually. In any case 
such a course would be ufiversally re- 
garded as large and generous and 
Sporty. No man or club ever went to 
prominence by standing aloof on every 
possible ground for separation. There 
is only one way of getting before the 


public immediately. Therefore, race 
the Mischief, no matter what it 
costs.

Weller's press agent re- 
ports that the wagering has been es- 
pecially lively since the running of the 
Brooklyn Handicap. Two bets of $1000 
each have been received from New 
York; smalier wagers of less than $100 
have come from all over the country. 
Capt. 8. 8. Brown's Conjurer has been 
backed heavily by Pittsburgh admirers 
of the colt, one wager of $1000 to $15,000 
being laid a week ago today. Steve 
Lb’ Hommedieu has bet $1000 against $20,- 
000 on his Flo Bob.

100: Blackwolf from 200 to 
75 Clifton Forbe from 150 to 100; Com- 
modore from 60 to 40; Day from 100 to 
76; Elwood from 40 to 30: Father Tal- 
lant from 100 to 50; Felipe Lugo, the 
Baldwin sprinter, from 100 to 30: Filo 
Bob from 30 to 20; Fort Hunter from 
250 to 60: Gus Strauss from 75 to 60;

Eastern tackle makers seem to have 
a very indistinct idea of what South- 
ern California salt-water fishermen 
need. Sporting dealers have 
considerable trouble in getting their 
orders. filled according to prescrip- 
tion,” and the result is very frequently 
a shipment of goods which might be all 
right on an eastern bass creek or pond, 
but are totally unsuitable for combat 
with the lusty finned denizens of these 


waters. 
For instance, an eastern firm of ree! 


makers has been advertising a nines 


times multiplying reel quite extensive- 
ly. Imagine, brother fisherman, what 
a ten-pound croaker would do to that 
piece of piscatorial briec-a-brac! In 
multiplying for speed, power is sacri- 
ficed, and for sea fishing a powerful 
reel is the first requisite. Double mul- 
tipliers have been found a success by 
local anglers, and they can now be 
obtained of suitable dimensions at 
very reasonable cost considering the 
high-grade work that is being put out 
by nearly all the manufacturers ot 
fishing goods. 

A ball-bearing reel has just been 
put on the market. It is a well-fitted 
machine, made of German silver and 
steel, and quite lives up to the claims 
of the makers as to freedom of run- 
ning. The conclusion is borne In upon 
one, however, after a casual stroll of 
a Sunday along any ocean wharf that 
the majority of plain, cheap reels run 
far too freely for most anglers. 

One big mistake the tackle makers 
are frequentiy guilty of is underesti- 
mating the size of reel wanted for 
coast fishing. The average angler 
wants a capacity of 100 yards of 21- 
thread Cuttyhunk line on the spool, at 
least. If he orders a hundred-yard 
reel, he will find fifty yards of Cutty- 
hunk will come very close to filling it. 
This is due to the smaliness of 
the Mine by which reel builders meas- 
ure capacity. A few enterprising mak- 
ers are beginning to list their salt- 
water reels on a Cuttyhunk basis, but 
they are the exception. 

In general, my advice to the man 
buying a reel would be, steer clear of 
the freak inventions and stick to the 
tried and true double-multipliers of 
medium ‘grades, costing between 1 
and $10, for casting sizes. A light 
reel is pleasant to handle, but unless 
the metal be there it will not stand the 
strain. Some of the “salt-water reels” 
put out by inland eastern makers are 
metallic jokes; about as well fitted 
for catching sea fish as a baseball bat. 

A dealer asked me the other dhy) 
what I thougbt of the Rabbeth drag 
for Catalina-fishing. I told him, and 
I don’t think he liked it. 

No man who knows how to handle 
fish has any need of any patent con- 
trivance to aid him in strangling it 
by hanging like grim death to the 
handle of his reel and turning away 
in a bull-headed fashion, bringing the 
fish in whenever his efforts lag, and 
losing line to him whenever his a 
overcomes the friction of the clutch. 

It is said the Tuna Club has re- 
moved its restrictions against the 
Rabbeth drag.

Anything that en- 
ables a fisherman to catch big fish 
without having served his apprentice- 
ship at the Waltonian art should be 
blackballed by the cult. 

While those who still cling to heavy 
tackle may find some excuse for their 
big rods, lines and sinkers in the de- 


mands put upon wharf gear by raising ; 


heavy fish, there are a few places 
hereabouts where fishing can be en- 
joyed as a fine art. 

The inner harbor of San Pedro in a 
yellowfin run is one. The yellowfins 
have been biting well inside for a 
week, and they average close to a 
pound in weight. An eastern bass rod, 
with light linen line and only enough 
lead to take the leader to the bottom 
in a stiff tide makes the ideal equip- 
ment. One who has tired of this game 
on the “big stick” will find it keen 
sport when properly equipped. Yellow- 
fins are very game little fish: they Are 
never quite through scrapping for 
fredom, and he who catches two dozen 
of them in the afternoon on a six or 
seven-ounce boat rod will have all the 
fun he wants. A very elastic bit of 
lancewood, or split bamboo of eight 
or nine feet in length is just what the 
doctor ordered. 

In casting for surf fab off the rocks 
at East San Pedro there is a good 
chance for the fine tackle fancier. More 
small rods, lines and catches are to be 
seen there in a day than almost any- 
where else. 


Now a word as to jigs. On some days 
it is advantageous to let in a light 
sinker four feet ahead of the jig to 
carry it down. When this is done the 
sinker and jig should be connected by 
piano wire, and plenty of swivels must 
be else the line will twist or un-

An agreement binding on all the 
sports between Pomona and Occidental 
colleges is about to be ratified.

Plenty of small fish have been biting 
at Ocean Park. At Port Los Angeles 
bass, halibut, a few sea trout and 
amelts have been caught, with occa- 
sional mackerel. 

Around San Pedro not many local 
anglers have fished during the week, 
but the few who have put in their 
spare days there rendered favorable 
reports. Yellowfins are biting better 
as the summer comes on, and the 
school appears to maintain about the 
same average size. No croakers have 
been reported inside for some time. 

Corbina fishermen will find late tides 
tonight, which promise sport early in 
the morning and late in the afternoon. 
Some good catches have been made 
during the week at Brighton Beach, 
Terminal and East San Pedro. The fish 
are of fair size; anglers are hoping 
they will escape the usual midsummer 
run of 

The outside fishing seems to be im- 
proving very slowly. Barracuda are 
caught in fair supply by the profes- 
sional fishermen, but many are going 
almost to Catalina for them. This Is 
more of a trip than most trolling 
parties care to undertake. On the Bolsa 
bank below Long Beach, these pickerel 
of the sea are running fairly well. 
Yellowtail are scarcer on this side of 
the channel than they were a month 
ago. Rock bass are not taking the jig 
as they should in June. Good trolling 
may begin any day now, and those 
who are on the field early this morn- 
ing may do well enough.

“But did not electricity have much to do with the first 
telephone?” 

“Not a great deal,” was the reply. “We had two elec- 
tro-magnets, one at each end of the wire. These were 
all that were used in the first instruments, and we 
transmitted sound with them almost as well as we do 
now. The batteries and other electrical machinery have 
been the outgrowth of other necessities in the practical 
working of the invention rather than in the pure trans- 
mission of the human voice. That part of the inatru- 
ment which you now put to your ears was at first used to 
speak into, and the diaphragm, as it is, was made for 
speaking, not for hearing. A piece of iron or steel would 
do just as well for the purpose for which it is now used. 
We had at first two such mouthpieces, one held ai the 
ear and the other to speak into. While listening, the re- 
ceiver often puts one of these at each ear to better the 
transmission. The batteries were necessitated for call- 
ing the subscribers. We had to have call bells. which 
were originally rung with a crank, as is done in some 
of the old phones today. These bells necessitate] an 
electric battery for every instrument, and other things 
have added electrical machinery which was entirely un- 
known at the start.” 


The Autobiography of the Telephone. 


“Cannot you give me the autobiography of the ele- 
phone, Dr. Bell?“ I asked. 

“I will give you some of it, at least.“ was the reply. 
“The invention was born, I may say, in my long siudy 
of sound in connection with the human voice. I might 
perhaps say that its birthplace dated still farther back. 
My father's life was devoted to the study of vocal 
sounds. He was an authority on voice culture. and also 
the inventor of visible speech, an alphabet in which the 
actions of the organs of the mouth in producing speech 
are symbolized. By this invention the sounds of any 
language may be expressed, and by it a large nutaber 
of deaf people are taught to speak. Even back of that, 
my grandfather was a student of sound. He was an 
orator, well versed in elocution and voice culture, so 
that if there is anything in heredity the germ of the

and sound transmission. Then another stage appeared 
which connected my vocal studies with the machinery 
of the telephone. I became interested in multiplex 
telegraphy, and tried to make an invention by which 
several messages could be simultaneously sent on one 
wire by using the musical scale, with signals of different 
pitch. We employed a series of reeds as sounding in- 
struments in these experiments, connecting them by 
means of a wire. One day one of the reeds accidentally 
struck the diaphragm at one end of the wire, and its 
vibration was seen on the diaphragm at the other 
end. If that sound could be transmitted, why not other 
sounds? The thought was one of the suggestions which 
resulted in the telephone. Later I had the wire con- 
ducted from one of the top rooms of the house to the 
electrical workshop in the basement, and speaking into 
the diaphragm was heard by Mr. Watson, my assisiant, 
below. I tried to get him to reply, but could not bear 
him. He came in a little later, much excited, and 
I asked him why he did not answer. He said he had 
tried to. I then went down and took his place, but I 
could not disiinguish his words. I can only 
explain this by. the fact that my trained 
voice was more easily heard than his un- 
trained one, and that his hearing. sharpened by the ne- 
cessities of a noise workshop, was better than mine. 
This experiment, however, showed me that the tele- 
phone could be made a success, and I at once applied for 
my patents.” 


The Troubles of Success. 


“How did your friends view the invention?” 

“The most of them laughed at it,” said Dr. Bell. 
“They considered it a toy at best, and even after it was 
proved a success in the transmission of sound, some told 
me I was foolish to devote myself to a thing that could 
never be of practical value, while I had a chancs of 
making a fortune if I kept at my work in multipiex 
telegraphy.” 

“Did you have much trot 
vention?” 

“Yes,” replie l Dr. Bell. “As soon as its practical ad- 
vantages were understood, claims to a prior invention 
of the same thing sprang up on all sides. Half a dozen 
electricians came forth, each announcing himself as the 
original inventor, and claims and interferences were 
filed against my patent. One newspaper report al- 
leged that I had paid an examiner of the patent office 
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100 to illegal!y secure my patent, having stolen the 


dea from prior claims, and a mark was made on the 
hall floor of the Interior Department, where it was 
said the clerk stood when he made the alleged bargain 
with me, This story seems all the more ridiculous now 


when I remember how scarce $100 bills were with me 


in those days.“ 
Why the Story of the Invention was Not Told. 


“How could you, reply to such attacks?“ I asked. 

“That was one of the worst features of the trouble,” 
said Dr. Bell. “I was instructed by my lawyers not 
to say anything about my invention, to bear all such 
attacks without comment, and to let the battle of its 
originality be fought out in the courts. The result is 
that I have never told the story of the telephone and 
its invention. The last time I made any public utter- 
ance on the subject was in a lecture I delivered in Lon- 
don in 1877, now more than twenty-six years ago.”

The Telephone of the Future, 


Has the telephone reached its perfection?“ 

“By no means,” was the reply. “It is still in its in- 
fancy as an instrument for the transmission of sound 
and in the extent of its use. Its business and mechan- 
ical arrangements are still clumsy and unwieldy. The 
telephone industry is one of the few which cost more 
to handle at wholesale than at retail. What I mean 
is that it now costs enormously more in proportion to 
run a large telephone business than a small one. Sup- 
pose you are one of one hundred families connected 
with a telephone exchange. You and each of the rest 
will each have ninety-nine other families to talk with, 
and it will require a certain number of operators to 
conduct your conversations. Now, suppose the patrons 
of the exchange be doubled. Each family will now 
have, instead of ninety-nine families, 199 to talk to, 
and the possible number of conversations of every one 
in the exchange has been multiplied, not by two, but 
by one hundred; for every one has one hundred more 
families to talk to. This requires a proportionate num- 
ber of new operators, and makes the big business very 
expensPve, necessitating the finest machinery at the 
exchanges. A single switchboard, for instance, in the 
central office of New York costs $75,000, 


An Automatic Telephone Service. 


“In the improvement of the telephone,” continued 
Dr. Bell, “in the telephone of the future I look for all 
this business to be done automatically. Instead of 
a single wire there will be a little cable of wires con- 
necting each house with the central exchange; and it 
will be possible for ten wires to do the work that a 
thousand do now. There may be a system by which 
the subscriber can move certain buttons and cail to 
whom he pleases. The calls will be automatic, causing 
the idle wires among those in the cable to automatically 
come into use, and when the conversation is over the 
disconnection will be automatically made. If this can 
de accomplished it will do away with the vast army of 
telephone operators, and so reduce the expense that 
the poorest man cannot afford to be without his tele-

Basis of Successful Flying! Machines. 


“What is the unit, Dr. Bell?“ I ask 

J call it the tetrahedral unit, because it has the form 
of a tetrahedron. If you will place three matches end 
to end in the shape of a triangle, and then take three 
more, resting one end of each at a corner, so that the 
other ends will meet over the center of the triangle, 
you will have the skeleton of a tetrahedron. 
the ends of the matches together, and you will find that 
the framework, as a whole, is wonderfully strong in 
comparison with its weight. In aerial navigation we 
find that the questions of strength and weight are all- 
important ones, and that new elements must be taken 
into consideration which prior to this time have not 
been appreciate. To support a heavy body in the air, 
a greater surface in proportion to the weight must be 
had than is generally supposed. In increasing the size 
we find that the weight increases as the cube of the di- 


mensions, whereas the surface increases only as the 


square of the dimensions. Simon Newcomb recently 
brought this out in an article attempting to show the 
futility of trying to make successful flying machines. 
In other words, as you increase the size of your ma- 
chine you do not increase its ability to sustain itself in 
the air. The model may work perfectly, but the great 
machine made on that model will, for this reason, not 
do at all. This has been proven again and again by 
actual experiment. It was so with the Weather Bureau 
kites, made of a box shape. Those of ordinary size 
flew very well, but the great kites constructed in ex- 
actly the same way, with the hope that they would 
carry meteorological-recording instruments high into 
the air, would not rise at all. 

“This fact led me to experiment to find a shape which, 
when increased or multiplied in size, might have the 
sustaining surface and the weight equally multiplied. 
I have discovered this in the tetrahedron, which I be- 
lieve to be the only unit of construction in the flying 
machine of the future.” 


The Tetrahedral Kite. 


“How could you test this?” I asked. 7 

“Only by actual experiments,” was the reply. “I have 
made kites of this shape in various sizes and combina- 
tions, and have scientifically measured their flying ca- 
pacity and strength. I have discovered that kites, large 
and small, may be made of these units, and that they 
are stronger in proportion to their size and weight than 
any kites ever made. |

Dr. Bell here handed me the volume. It was filled 
with photographs of kites of various shapes; in flight. 
at rest and in construction. Some were made of small 
tetrahedral units combined together into a flying kite 
as big as a good-sized cottage; others were boats made 
of similar units, and others had other shapes. There 
were large single kites with a framework of aluminum 
tubes, and small kites of silk with wooden frames; little 
kites flying from the hands of Mrs. Bell and other la- 
dies of the family; and kites so big that a steamer on 
the bay or a man upon horseback had to rush along 
with them to raise them into the air. 


The strength of the unit was shown in many of the 
photographs, and also the great power of the flying 
tetrahedrals. Some, Dr. Bell told me, were strong 
enough to carry a man into the air, and some had 
seats in them where one might sit if he wished to risk 
a flight. Others when they flew up from the water 
carried the tetrahedral boats on which they rested up 
with them, and Dr. Bell said that some had almost 
torn the masts from the steam tug used to raise them. 
Thére were photographs of men hanging to the frame- 
work to test its strength, and, in short, a wonderful 
collection of snapshots, showing every phase of these 
hundreds of experiments and their results. 


“You can easily test the sustaining power of each 
kite,” said Dr. Bell, as we looked at one of the pages 
“We know, for instance, that if it takes 
a horse running at the rate of ten miles an hour to 
raise a kite so that it may be kept in the air, an engine 
of one-horse power will do the same, provided the 
weight is not greater than the power exerted by the 
kite as it flies. We have had such kites raise into the 
air bodies weighing 600 pounds and more. Such a kite 
could, therefore, sustain an engine and machinery which 
might direct its flight, provided their weight altogether 
was not more than 600 pounds. I say this, not to in-

“[ have heard my grandfather say that he made a deal 
for the Confederate States, and sent it to Richmond. 
This seal answers very accurately my grandfather's de- 
scription of the seal he made. He was then in business 
in Baltimore. He said that it was one of the best pieces 
of work he ever turned out, and if this is the seal, or a 
duplicate of the one he made, it was a perfect piece of 
workmanship.” 

On the 22nd of February, 1862, the Confederate Con- 
gress adopted designs for a great seal made by Thomas J. 
Semmes of Louisiana, which consisted of a device repre- 
senting an equestrian statue of Washington (after the 
Statue which surmounts his monument in the Capitol 
Square, Richmond,) surrounded with a wreath com posed 
of the principal agricultural products of the Southern 
States, cotton, tobacco, sugar cane, corn, wheat and rice, 
and having around it the marginal words, “The Confed- 
erate States of America, 22d February, 1862,” with the 
motto, “Deo Vindice.” This design, it is claimed, was 
forwarded to Senator James M. Mason of Virginia, who 
had been made Confederate Commissioner to England, 
and the seal was made by the engraver to the Queen, Jo- 
seph Wyon. It was more than two years before the 
work was completed, and was then forwarded to the Con-

Expert engravers and diemakers as- 
sert that even in war times such a seal could not have 
been worth more than $250 or $309, and the statement

This respected and truthful colored man, who was 80 
near to Mr. Davis during the war, says he has no recol- 
lection of the first seal used by the Confederate govern- 
ment, but that he has “always understood that it was 
made of wood when the government first formed at 
Montgomery, Ala.“ He has not been misinformed, for 
the first seal was engraved with pocket knives and surgi- 
cal instruments on a block of wood ured from the 
office of the Montgomery Advertiser. . Davis wanted 
to issue a commission to Raphael Semmes as commander 
of the Sumter, a vessel which he had been sent to New 
Orleans to purchase, but there was no seal, and it seemed 
that one was a necessity or else the commission would 
not be legal. Clerk of the Treasury H. D. Capers sug- 
gested that he had seen wooden seals on deeds to papers 
and impressions made from wooden seals, and the Presl- 
dent of the Confederacy instructed him to go ahead and 
get a seal. Commander Semmes was anxious to get his 
‘commisajon, and, with Dr. Deleon, accompanied Mr. Ca- 
pers to the office of the Montgomery Advertiser, where

THE RUINS OF ARIZONA. 


The looting of ruins of prehistoric villages located 
in the valleys of the tributaries of the Colorado and 


Gila rivers in Arizona, has stirred up archaeologists tq 
urge their preservation by legislative action for the 
benefit of students of ethnology. Vandals digging in 
the ruins find relics which they dispose of, and so dis- 
tribute articles of great value in throwing light on the 
prehistoric inhabitants beyond the reach of ethnolo~ 
gists. 
Among the groups which the archaeologists are par- 
ticularly anxious to preserve in this way are severa 
between Flagstaff and the Black Falls, in the Littld 
Colorado River Valley. They consist of a citadel and 


buildings evidently devoted to a number of different 


purposes. The structures, as a rule, are small, with 
low walls, the largest not being more than three sto- 
ries high. The stones fit closely together and show 
signs of having been dressed into shape. Apparently 
the rooms of the lower stories were entered from the 
roof, and never from lateral doors. When windows 
were present they were mere lookouts, or small, rectan- 
gular openings, which would admit scanty light. The 
roofs, apparently, were flat. | 
The most impressive of the masses of aboriginal ma- 
sonry in this region is about five miles due west from 
Black Falls and forty from Flagstaff. The ruin stands 
high above the plain and is visible for many miles. 
From a distance, perched on a low, red sandstone mesa, 
the top of which js fifteen feet above the plain, it re- 
sembles an old castle. At its highest point this ruin 
was evidently three stories high, or, at least, had three 
rooms, one above the other. The walls are fine exam- 
ples of primitive masonry, due care having been taken 
to bind the corners and otherwise tie the Walls to- 
gether.—{New York Tribune. i

THE PALATIAL PLEASURE CRAFT 
TO VISIT EUROPEAN PORTS.

1 HE forthcoming cruise of the Presidential yacht, 


Mayflower, in European waters, will afford our cous- 

ins beyond the seas an opportunity to compare the 
pleasure craft of the Chief Magistrate of the United 
States with vessels at the disposition of the rulers of the 
Old World. That the comparison will be entirely favor- 
able to the trim craft flying the Stars and Stripes there 
can be no doubt, for the Mayflower, as refitted for the 
use of President Roosevelt and family, has staterooms 
and saloons fully as beautiful and costly as those of any 
of the royal yachts abroad, not excepting the Hohenzol- 
lern, the pride of the German Emperor. 

It is only since the a n of Theodore Roosevelt to 
the Presidency that the Mayflower has attained to the 
dignity of classification as a Presidential yacht. Prior | 
to that the honor of serving in that capacity has been 
divided between two vessels—the steel dispatch boat 
Dolphin and the yacht Sylph. The Dolphin was used ex- | 
tensively by Presidents Cleveland and McKinley, and 


been out of commission for some time. The substitution 
of the transformed Mayflower for the Dolphin con- 
stituted a long step from Jeffersonian simplicity to twen- 
tieth century naval luxury for, as has been said, the new 
flagship of Uncle Sam's official pleasure fleet is capable 
of creditable comparison with anything afloat. Prior to 
the war with Spain, the Mayflower, then, as now, a 
palatial yacht, was the property of Mrs. Ogden Goelet, 
having been built for her husband by C. and J. Thomp- 
son, at their shipyard on the Clyde, Scotland, at a cost of 
$800,000. After the death of Mr. Goelet his widow was on 
the point of selling the yacht to King Leopold of Bel- 
gium, but the outbreak of our most recent war in 1898 
suddenly brought the United States government into the 
market for speedy craft, and the Mayflower was sold to 
Uncle Sam for the sum of $450,000. ; 

The Mayflower is 321 feet in length over all, 275 feet in

for the auxiliary navy during the conflict, was utilized 
to some extent, particularly for daylight and moonlight

The Architect Talks. 


HE PorInts Our SomE COMMON MIs- 
TAKES IN HOUSE BUILDING.

ISTAKES are inseparable from buman activity, 
but some are much farther reaching than others. 
When a merchant makes a mistake in buying or 
selling goods, he is able to rectify it without serious con- 
sequences to himself or his customers: even a doctor's 
mistakes are not always in sight. But those of the arch- 
itect are never forgotten. They last as long as the struc- 
ture in which they occur. Ask any housekeeper how 
many times a week a mistake in building her house 
causes her unnecessary trouble or vexation. If there is 


any undertaking which should be entered upon after long 


and serious consideration, it is the building of a home. 


It takes the combined thought of at least two parties 
to build a successful dwelling-house—the owner and the 
architect. The home is usually the result of a woman's 
desire. Few men furnish the initiative to home-build- 
ing. It is the woman who gives the incentive to the nec- 
essary economy, and the woman who thinks nights and 
dreams days of the plan which will meet the family 
needs. When she goes to an architect to have the plans 
put on paper she thinks they are pretty well outlined in 
her mind. But, alas! for her dreams. Usually she does 
not realize that her eherished second-floor plan will not 
fit over that of the first floor. It has too few or too 


many rooms, or else they must be changed in size, pro-. 


portion or arrangement in order to get them within the 
given area. Then she has not known how the stairs 
would run, and not knowing, has arranged the floor plans 
substantially without reference to them, or closets dis- 
arrange everything she has planned. Many have been 
the tears shed because of such upsetting of plans by the 
cruel-hearted architect who works to rule, and many the 
architects driven to frenzy because the well-meaning cli- 
ent has absolutely no capacity for understanding a plan. 

Thus, one of the first mistakes made in house-building 
comes from not going to the architect early, months be- 
fore the house is begun. It takes much time to adjust 
the ideas of the owner to the inexorable requirements of 
actual construction. Nearly all builders have in mind a 
larger house than can be erected with the sum of money 


to be spent upon it, and thus the long-thought-of plan 


must be largely reconstructed. It takes time for such 
reconstruction. The architect can do his part easily 
enough. A few days suffices for him to put on paper 
what may be built for the given sum, but the owner does 
not readily adjust her ideas to the new plan. She must 
take it home, ponder over it, change it again and again 
until it becomes a reality to here No woman ever builds 
a satisfactory tome who did not place her furniture in it 
long before the specifications were even written. It is a 
great mistake to have plans for a house made hurriedly, 
and can result in nothing but disappointment to both 
owner and architect. The architect should be consulted 
early. — 

But the greatest mistake of all is apt to be made long 
before the plan is ordered—when the lot is purchased. 
No mistake is so absolutely irremediable as the, purchase 
of a lot in a poor neighborhood. Let us make a calcula- 
tion. Wherever a house is located its cost is practically 
the same—that of the material and labor which go into 
it. After it is built its value depends in large measure 
upon its location. The value of a house can be fairly es- 
timated by what it will bring rentals. Estimated in 
this way it is easily seen that in a poor neighborhood‘ the 
value of a house is often less than its cost. The same 
amount of, money invested in one which is well located 
will often bring far more than the usual percentage be- 
cause the tenant or purchaser is willing to pay for the 
privilege of living in good and satisfactory surroundings. 
If one is not building for rental purposes, but for a 
home, it is more than ever necessary to select the best 
possible surroundings. It is difficult to conceive of any- 
thing of more lasting value to a growing family than a 
home in a good neighborhood. It means more than a 
large or elaborate house poorly placed. 


In planning a home a great and very common mistake 
is in setting aside too many rooms for company. Only a 
very small percentage of householders are really able to 
afford or should attempt to provide large space for en- 
tertaining. This is one of the luxuries of wealth, and 
not a very enviable luxury, either. People of moderate 
means strain too much after the effect of wealth. In 
house-building, this effort comes perilously near destroy- 
ing the home. It gives over to company or showrooms 
the best part of the house, while the family really lives 
up stairs in rooms too often shabbily finished and poorly 
furnished. No guest really ever cared to be shown into 
a room seldom used. Such a one carries the stamp of 
disuse, is always cheerless and formal—a body without a 
soul. No matter how simple or even shabby that part 
of the house used by the family, even the casual guest 
likes better to be taken into it. It is strange that inani- 
mate things so surely show the spirit of the people who 
use them. About the best value of a flat or apartment 
is that it is too small to have these soulless rooms. |The 
family sitting-room should be the largest and pleasant- 
est room on the first floor, should have in it the best pic- 
tures. the most-loved books and good rugs and furniture. 
Make the parlor small and furnish it simply, if necessary, 
but do aft neglect the room where the family assembles 
two or three times a day, and take into it the guest you 
care most to honor. 

It is a mistake to make the architectural fittings of the 


second floor mean or cheap. This seems a species of dis- 


honesty. Good substantial woodwork, well designed; 
good glass in ample windows; walls well-colored are not 
expensive luxuries. The amount of money saved by put- 
ting cheap woodwork and other fittings into a second 
story is small. and in most houses could be provided by 
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eutting off some of the senseless elaboration which so 
distorts the American house. 

Under any circumstances it is bad taste, and therefore 
a mistake, to put crowded and elaborate finish in any 
part of a house, outside or inside. No house is so charm- 
ing or so impressive as one in which all decoration is re- 
fined in form and simple in quantity. Crude ostentation 
denotes lack of culiure more quickly than does almost 
anything else. A bright woman once spoke of the house 
with simple, refined decoration as being “tailor-made,” 
as having all the good and lasting qualities of a tailor- 
made gown. Americans are very fond of display, and 
nowhere are they apt to show it in larger measure than 
in the homes they erect. This was not always so. Early 
American homes, known now as Old Colonial, were dis- 
tinguished by the exceeding refinement of their details. 
It has been only within the last thirty years that we have 


made the mistake of expressing our wealth in houses 


raw, crude and over-elaborated. The signs are not want- 
ing that we are beginning to realize this mistake and 
moving toward homes which express refinement and cul- 
ture. 

If this elaboration of decoration is a mistake on the 
outside of a house, it is worse than a mistake on the in- 
side. Here its effect does not cease through the offense 
to the eye, bad as that is. Doors partially filled with 
spindle work wherein the wood is tortured out of all 
semblance to that material, doors and window casings 
cut into grooves and ridges, a multiplicity of panels in 
the former, make work for the housekeeper every day in 
the year, It is a mistake to so order our lives that we 
are caring for goods“ most of the time, even when the 
goods have utilitarian or artistic value. Could there be 
a greater mistake than to spend life caring for things 
which are worse than useless from any point of view? 

In building small houses, there is one mistake so com- 
monly made that it seems almost useless to oppose it. 
Reference is made to the habit of building story-and-a- 
half houses. It does not need much demonstration to 
prove that the cost of building full two stories is but 
littie greater than a story and a half. It is simply a 
question of a few feet of joist and a few yards of weath- 
erboarding and plastering. The same foundation and 
roof which serve the story-and-a-half house are all that 
could be used for one two stories high. The same win- 
dows and doo would be used for one as the other. The 
difference is absolutely only one of a few yards of wall 
space. while the gain in comfort needs no demonstration. 
Vet people persist in building the uncomfortably cramped 
100ms which are inseparable from the story-and-a-half 
house. 

Nothing of small cost adds more to the comfort of a 
touse than plastering the attic. Rough gray finish is 
all that is necessary to provide the protection against 
heat which such finish affords second-story rooms, and 
is sightly enough for the uses to which attics are usually 
put. The slope of the roof gives space for large storage 
closets which take from the lower floors much material 
which usually encumbers them.

A CENSUS OF ANT COLONIES. 
A German naturalist recently made a census of ants 


He arranged an appliance that permeated an ant hill 


with sulphur vapors until all the inmates were dead. 
Then he carefully dug up the entire colony, and put earth 
and all into a bag, which he carried to his laboratory. 

The sorting and counting of the ants required more 
than a week of steady work. He found 22,580 ants and 
13,500 larvae in it. 

The investigator was not satisfied with this, for he ar 
gued that some ants must have escaped and that many 
of the workers, no doubt, had been away from the cok 
ony. 

Being aware of the trait that makes ants crawl 1 
hordes over any new object near their colonies, he — 
broad pieces of smooth wood in their paths and sera 
the ants off into receptacles of alcohol at intervals. This 
process was continued for a whole week, till the bil 
was depopulated. 33 

Five ant hills were thus examined in one summer, and 
the census showed that they had the following popula 
tions: 53,018, 67,470, 19,933, 93.694, and 47,828 ants, all 
of which were workers. The females and other varie 
ties made the total number of inhabitants of each hill 
amount to about 100,000.—-[Minneapolis Times. 
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HEMP MANUFACTURERS OF JAPAN. 

Among the industries of Japan which are receiving 
special attention is the manufacture of hemp. Accord 
ing to a writer in Social Service for June, last year fish 
ing nets to the value of $30,000 were sent to Alaska 
and a commissioner was also sent to Canada to investi 
gate and report on the prospect of extending the markef 
for nets in that country, There are four hemp-spins- 
ning companies in Japan, besides which spinning is cars 
ried on as a household industry in the northern prov. 
inces, and these sources fully supply the domestic de 
mand for all grades except bleached hemp yarn, which 
Japanese manufacturers have not the means of pro- 
ducing. The yarn is manufactured into a variety of ma 
terials besides nets. Flax is raised freely in Japan, buf | 
the importation of flax, hemp, jute and China gras | 
amounts to almost 10,000 tons.

Many crossroads are 
encoiintéred over the old battlefield, which lead to hills 
running up the sides of the Blue Ridge Mountains, 

Bull Run gets its name from a small river in Eastern 

Virginia which joins the Occoquan, a tributary of the 
Potomac River, twenty-five talles southwest of Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Near it occurred two 3 battles in the Amer- 
ican Civil War. The Confederates, under the immedi- 
ate command of Beauregard, about 31,000: in number, 
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down to an affluent of Bull Run and not from it, known 
as Young’s Branch, and on the west it is bounded by the 
road which runs south from Sudley Springs to Ma- 
nassas. 

In the western corner of this field, a third of a mile 
from the turnpike but very close to the Sudley road, 
stood the Henry House. The Confederate officers en- 
deavored to establish a connected line, in a general way, 
but this was a difficult matter to effect. 


It was during this battle of Bull Run that SJeckeen 
received the epithet “Stonewall.” Probably no chance 
word was ever uttered on a field of battle which be- 
came more famous than when Gen. Bee, referring to 
Gen. Jackson, used the expression “standing like a stone 
wall.” The epithet “Stonewall” stuck to Jackson's 
brigade throughout the war, and it certainly is the name 
by which its iirst commander will always be known 
as one of the most brilliant and formidable of American 
soldiers. 


The battle of Bull Run has been classed as one of 
the decisive battles of the late Civil War. As the first 
pitched battle—the first trial of strength between the 
North and the South—its inception and issue were 
pregnant with grave consequences to the future of a 
struggle in which the two combatants were yet hesi-

W ASHINGTON, June 6, 1994.—This is a season of 
grave anxiety for our public health officials. 

Il have just spent the day with the national 
health officer, to whom is intrusted the responsible task 
of fortifying our seacoasts, frontiers and detached ter- 
ritories against foreign infections. I refer to Surgeon- 
General Walter Wyman of the Public Health and Marine 
Hospital Service, the excellence of whose work Con- 
gress recently recognized by a considerable enlargement 
of its scope. ; | 

This bureau of the Treasury Department is, in reality, 
the nation’s board of health. The surgeon-general who 
presides is assisted by six assistant surgeons-general, se- 
lected from the corps of 100 commissioned medical offi- 
cers, under whom work an additional force of 800 or 
more medical assistants} of all grades. |

Yellow fever, plague and cholera are the foreign pesti- 
lences now most dreaded by the public health bureau. 
Yellow fever now prevails in Ecuador, and plague has 
recently secured a foothold in Peru. Our southern bor- 
der, therefore, is the line on which Dr. Wyman's de- 
fenses are being concentrated. The chief activity is 
on the Texas-Mexican boundary, where the Lone Star 
State maintains its quarantine jurisdiction, assisted by 
the national service. As late as last fall grim yellow 
jack forced his way across Mexico and over the Rio 
Grande, attacking over 1000 citizens—mostly Mexican—

Their 
supplies, readily transported in the field, are sulphur, 
wood alcohol, pots for burning sulphur, water pans, in 
which the burning sulphur pots are immersed for safety 
and to increase the efficiency of the resulting gas; rolls 
of paper, shears, knives, paste, brushes, brooms, mos- 
quito netting, lath nails, hatchets, saws, ladders and

fever has been screened with mosquito netting until his 
case has been proven to be other than the yellow infec- 
tion. The public health service is furnishing this net- 
ting to all persons too poor to buy it. All water bar- 
rels are being covered with wire screening to prevent 
mosquitoes from laying in these receptacles, whose wa- 


ter is also being treated with petroleum to kill mosquito 


wigglers already hatched. Sanitary squads in charge of 
physicians of the service are visiting towns along the 
railways which cross the frontier, are disinfecting lo- 
calities where yellow jack appeared last year, and are 
demonstrating to the inhabitants the most modern meth- 
ods of destroying mosquitoes. Upon these little flying 
hypodermics is now laid the sole responsibility for 
spreading yellow fever. Mexico, codperating in the cam- 
paign, is allowing us to dispatch inspectors to her dan- 
ger points. Our frontier can be crossed only by per- 
sons with certificates proving that they have not been 
in suspected localities for five days. 

So far this defensive campaign has been crowned with 
success. Had cases of yellow fever, however, escaped 
the vigilance of the inspectors, and had the disease ap- 
peared, a carefully-planned: offensive campaign would 
have ‘been entered into, as follows: 


The authorities would have set about to depopulate 
the infected town or city, to as great an extent as pos- 
sible, and to prevent this exodus from proving a source 
of danger to other places. In such contingencies direct 
railroad traffic from the point infected to other places 
is regulated, though not suspended, and trains are run 
under medical supervision. Should the passengers be 
destined to a point in what is known as the “non-in- 
fectible territory,” they are-free to proceed; but should 
their destination be in a part of our country where yel- 
low fever, if introduced, may spread, such individuals 
are required to pass an observation period equal to the

WAY TO EARN PIN MONEY. 


A vr ADVICE ALONG ux LINE OF 
ECONOMY. 


By a Special Contributor. 

Beery girl, and boy, too, for that matter, should nave 
a regular allowance of pin money to start with. This 
sounds a little as though one were to say à girl can 
make money by having it given to her. But it really 
means that the average girl has neither the time nor 
the strength to actually earn money, but that with an 
allowance sbe can make money by saving it. 

The only way à girl can learn economy, can cultivate 
her ‘individual taste and develop her judgment, is by 
handling money of her own. If a girl can have only 


fifty cents a week for ribbons and fancy work and a 


chance to “treat” her chums, then she will cultivate 
fifty cents’ worth of sense, and if she has a dollar a 
week she will think a dollar’s worth. 

If, on the other hand, a girl has too large an allow- 
ance, she will grow careless and extravagant. Her in- 
come must be limited enough to force her to think. 
Mother will make a great mistake if she gives nickels 
or dimes on Saturday to make up for Tuesday's ex- 
travagance. If a girl is embarrassed at the end of the 
week because she was extravagant at the beginning, 
she has learned a lesson in ‘economy that she will re- 
member. 

But don’t nether her too much at the start about the 
way she uses her money. Just help her when she does 
not think. When she comes to mother in tears ont 
despair over the limited capacity of ten cents for com 
passing all the desires of youth, explain to her — 
she could have avoided it all by thinking, how just this 
sort of thing sometimes happens to mother or father 
if they do not think, and that everybody has to suffer 
for their own mistakes. 

Most girls learn quickly enough to use a en in- 
come intelligently, and to so plan that they can not 
only meet their own little expenses, but now and then

for father. 

So a girl really makes money by saving it If she 
has only fifty cents a week, she can save ten cents 
from an ice-cream soda, five cents from a trolley ride, 
where the walk will really do her good, and ten cents 
on her writing pads, by hunting about for cheap ones 
instead of leaving father to buy expensive ones. Some 
time mother will add ten cents to her allowance because 
she has been so sweet to the small atom of a sister, or 
five cents because she has been a dear and darned the 
family stockings. 3 

But above all things, our girl can save by taking care 
of the articles she buys with her pin money. There is 
very little wear and tear on ribbons, and stocks, and 
collars, and belts, and gloves, if only they are put away 
with invariable neatness and cleaned promptly and care- 
fully. 

When you suggest cleaning things, most girls in- 
stantly fancy they smell gasoline, and picture themselves 
going about the schoolroom and at their little parties 
smelling like a horrid gashouse, and the idea is not a 


popular one. Nor should it be, for every nice girl wants 


to be fresh and wholesome and fragrant, and eons nice 
grown-up person wants her to be. 

If a girl is to save money out of a small allowance, 
she must know how to clean her ribbons and laces, 
and how to do it economically and easily. One young 
school girl, who is a positive financier with her one 
dollar a week, declares that she gets better effects and 
saves more money by cleaning with borax water than. 
she ever has in any other way. Her experience is that 
if borax is used right, it cleans without any injury to 
the most delicate fabric, and is the cheapest of any 
cleaning preparation.

Neglected Trees.

OU THERN ( CALIFORNIA has been so widely üben 
{ as the banner section of the continent for well- 
kept orchards that one case of general neglect stands 
out most prominently. It is a case where hundreds of 
trees planted last spring have been left standing just as 
| they were when set out. Most of the tops are dead, and 

altogether the young orchard forms a disreputable and 
hence a damaging appearance. Such orcharding is most 
discouraging to prospective investors; most expensive to 

the owners, who have procured a new foreman to try 
to bring the place into better conditions. The soil is all 
right, the land has plenty of water, and only neglect is 
: the cause of the failure. There should be a general pro- 


test from the neighbors against neglected premises, 
whenever. found, as they not only discredit a community, 
but become the harbor for insect pests and diseases, 
2 
Culls for Fertilizer. 
ROF. S. M. WOODBRIDGE has published through a 
bulletin issued by the Southern California Academy of 
Sciences some comparisons of the value of orange ¢ulls 
and barnyard manures for fertilization. It would seem 
of enough importance to justify more complete investiga- 
tion than has been given this question, as the prevailing

Cultural Reforms. | 
N a letter recently received from Dr. J. H. Reed of Riv- 
erside is written an indorsement of the position taken 
In this department some weeks ago regarding the neces- 
sity of improvement in cultural methods such as with- 
holding raw manures and excessive irrigation. Mr. 
Reed writes that Mr. Powell, the governmental expert, 
will give strict attention to the cultural phases of the 
citrus fruit business, as well as to the scientific handling 
of the fruit after it is matured. In the matter of fertili- 
kation it is not laboratory work that is needed now. In 
my opinion it is field demonstration carried on by trained 
experts on a scale large enough and continued long 
enough to demonstrate what results may be expected 
Irom given material applied under given conditions in 
actual practice. Individuals equipped with sufficient in- 
lelligence and means may settle these practical questions 
to their own satisfaction at least, and preach their re- 
pults to others, but from long observation I find that 
Individual opinion on such matters, however well 
founded, has little effect in changing general practice, 
to say nothing of the increment of error liable to creep 
Into limited experimentation, hence 1 think nothing 
jhort of exhaustive government investigations will serve 
as with practical answers and permanency.”

Citrus fruit growers will be pleased to know OBE 66: some 
progress has been made toward this practical demonsira- 
tion. Indeed, some work has already been done by the 
State station.

The tract will be 
plotted for commercial and stable manure tests to be 
continued for several years.

A New Suggestion. ‘ 


EFERRING to a note published last week upon the 

pollination of the walnut bloom, a friend with an in- 
vestigating turn says it would be possible to secure a 
good setting of walnuts, regardless of weather conditions, 
by collecting and preserving the catkins after they have 
fallen upon the ground, and, later, throwing them upon 
the branches after the heavy rains have ceased. He se- 
cured a spoonful of pollen from a handful of catkins after 
they had remained upon the ground a long time. I be- 
lieve the theory is good, but it might be impractiral to 
fertilize the later bloom commercially in this way. It is 
known that the pollen of many species of trees will re- 
tain its vitality for years, and that the pollen of the wal- 
nut is very tenacious of life. In this connection the 
story of the pollination of the date in Northern Africa is 
to the point. When one tribe makes war against an- 
other the conquerors sometimes go through the disirict 
and cut out every male date tree as a punishment to the 
conquered tribe. This troys the date crops till a new 
Jot of staminate trees are grown, a process of years. 
But the wary tribesmen are prepared for such an emer- 
gency and draw upon their supply of pollen stored per- 
haps for years in quills and sealed up for just such an 
emergency. In this country artificial pollination is the 
rule and it is little trouble to lay aside the surplus every 
year for the exigencies of war or climate. It would be a 
good idea for some one to experiment next season with 
artificial pollination of the walnut, as it might be pos- 
sible to get three or four nuts to the bunch where two 
are seldom seen in some portions of the walnut country. 
If weakness in fiower fertilization be the cause of so few 
fruits maturing in each bunch of bloom artificial polli- 
nation would pay for itself over and over if it can be 
made effective. 

Friends in Need. 
RANCHER who is very much in trouble over in- 

sect pests asks if there is not danger of introducing 
some species of ladybird that will prove a pest, in the 
efforts to destroy scale with parasitic insects. There is 
little or no danger from this source. All the ladybugs 
with a few unimportant exceptions are predaceous in 
their habits) They feed almost altogether upon small 
insects and upon the eggs of larger species. On this 
coast the ladybugs are the most beneficial of all insects 
to the fruit grower. The twice-stabbed ladybug is a con- 
stant friend of the farmer; the Vedalia has done the 
greatest work ever accomplished by a beneficial insect; 
the Rhizobius is a friend in need, not very effective in 
extermination, but a constant restraint upon more than 
one pest and only one or two species here do harm to 
farm crops. ‘There is prevalent a yellow ladybird clothed 
with forked spines that is severe with squashes, melons 
and cucumbers, but it must not be classed with the leaf 
beetles, which do not belong to he ladybird family. One 
with two black stripes upon each wing cover, and an- 
other with six black spots upon each cover are Diab rot- 
ica, and are very destructive in this section upon cucum- 
ber and allied plants as well as upon cértain varieties of 
fruit trees. The true ladybugs should not be disgraced 
by having the leaf beetles classed with them when these 
two insects belong to different families. It is not just 
to the farmers’ greatest insect friend. 


The Orange Season. 


HE present season does not seem to be nn. dad 

for the citrus fruit business after all has been consid- 
ered. Ata recent farmers’ meeting which I had the 
pleasure of attending more than one speaker made state- 
ments that were of a decidedly optimistic character. All 
the later orange shipments have done well, Mr. Wood- 
ford stating at that meeting that the Ontario growers 
would receive more money by the end of the season than 
upon any former year. Mr. P. J. Dreher of Pomona made 
some very encouraging statements as to the aggregate 
results from his section. On another occasion one of the 
largest shippers in the State said that his people would 
realize 90 cents per box on the average upon their or- 
anges and lemons. To those who shipped to the earlier 
markets the results could scarcely have been worse, and 
that unfortunately includes a large percentage of the 
growers of the State. Consideration of the necessity of 
growing better shipping fruit has taken a deep hold upon 
the farmers of Southern California. There is a great di- 
versity of opinion upon this subject, but all agree that it 
must be looked into thoroughly at once, whether the dif- 
ficulties arise from cultural or transportational causes.

Poultry on the Range. 


M ANY who raise poultry seem to think that there is 
no good reason why they should not pick up their 
entire living daring the summer, if given plenty of 
range. It is-am exceptional field that will furnish all 
the fowls require. Green food and animal food are about 
all the fowls will get on the range, so that they should 
be fed at least once a day, having the ration of grain in 
about the same variety as fed during the winter, but 
leaving out the corn almost entirely. Look over the

The Catalina in the North. 


ECENTLY the Tribune Farmer published my article 

regarding catalpa, and the next issue (I believe) had 
an article from some experiment station that was so con- 
tradictory to mine that I can hardly let the matter drop. 
I am aware that my article will not have the considera- 
‘tion that it would were I a “Prof.” or “Ex-Bulletin.” I 
am after the truth, and detest anything that is misicad- 
ing, and I feel that many are being misled by this ca- 
talpa fad.” I have yet to see a single warning note 
against the catalpa except my own in the Tribune 
Farmer. Yesterday I received a letter from a gentleman 
in New York State, latitäde 42, who very warmly com- 
mends my article. He says I express his experience ex- 
actly with catalpa. 

I can distinctly remember thirty years ago the ca- 
talpa was not considered hardy. It was then considered 
only fit for ornamental purposes because of its killing 
back every winter. 3 

I have no doubt that in favored places in Lower Indi- 
ana and Ohio and Missouri, et al., it will bear out all that 
may be said about it, but what about the other fellow 
who is less fortunate in climate? 

Why don’t some, of your readers having the trees as 
ornamentals re as to their age and size? They have 
been planted as orna tals for these many, many years. 
As ornamentals they have had, to say the least, aver- 
age care, and should show up equal to the average forest 
planted. | 

Again, I challenge any one north of latitude 41 to show 
a catalpa 15 inches in diameter, fifteen years old, with a 
ten-foot trunk. I can show various trees of catalpa in 
two counties that are fifteen to twenty years old that 
would not quarter for posts and with not over eight-foot 
trunks. 

This catalpa craze, in my opinion, should be consid- 
ered seriously. Those would-be planters should go very 
slow until the real facts are brought out. 

Now let the fifteen and twenty-year catalpa trees speak 
for themselves. I pause while they talk.—[{Templin, in 
New York Tribune. 


“MONARCHS AND BISHOPS. 


SOME CURIOUS LIMITATIONS THAT ARE PLACED 
ON THETR CONDUCT. 


[Pearson's Weekly:] The greatest bishop of Chris- 
tendom is not allowed access to his own cathedral church. 
This is Pope Pius X, Bishop of Rome. The. Cathedral 
church of the see of Rome is not, as many people sup- 
pose, St. Peter’s, but St. John Lateran. The former is 
the official church of the Holy Father, not the cathedral 
of the diocese. 

St. John’s is barred to its episcopal head by the curious 
code of etiquette which obtains between the Vatican and 
the kingdom of Italy. 

St. John’s stands inside the city of Rome, outside the 
Vatican precincts, and it has been the fixed rule of the 
Pope, since 1870, never to set foot outside his official 
residence, and never to enter the territories of Victor 
Emmanuel. To do so would give the appearance of rec- 
ognizing the righta of the King of Italy to the Papal 
States of Rome, which the Popes have never recognized, 
and probably never will, as they regard the Italian King 
as a usurper. 

A similar restriction keeps our own Primate in bounds 
with regard to Westminster Abbey. The Abbey is out- 
side the province of Canterbury, and, whenever the arch- 
bishop attends there to conduct an ordination in his offi- 
cial capacity, a protest in Latin is formally read by the 
dean. 

The reason of this is that the abbey is not officially 
within the archbishop’s control. It was originally a 
Benedictine abbey, like St. Alban’s, Glastonbury, and 


some others, but, unlike those, Westminster has never 
heen enralied in the jurisdiction at the archhishon

own dominions. Outside Prussia, his own kingdom, the 
Kaiser is, strictly speaking, a foreigner. Should he visit 
Hamburg, he is a foreign guest of the Burgomaster—who 
rules Hamburg as a monarch, and is reckoned with the 
sovereigns of the German states. 


Similarly, whenever the Kaiser visits the courts of his 
allied sovereigns of Bavaria, Wurtemburg, Saxony, and 
so on, he is a guest, not a proprietor. His relati with 
these kings are only those of a chairman towards his fel- 
low directors. | 

The Kaiser only has free entrée to the other states in 
his capacity of commander of the army, and he is able 
to travel anywhere as a general. But not in Bavaria, 
where he holds no such command. Bavaria is, therefore, 
to all intents and purposes, foreign soil to the Emperor, 
though it is included in the German empire. 

The Austrian Kaiser has many an odd custom to com- 
ply with in his capacity as dual monarch of Austria- 
Hungary. He is Emperor of the former, but King of the 
latter. Hungarian papers, people and politicians, never 
breathe the word “Kaiser” in referring to Francis Joseph, 
but only the Hungarian “Kiraly” or Kixug. | 

When the sovereign leaves Vienna to visit Buda-Pesth, 
he must cease to be Austrian, and become Hungarian. 
His uniform will be Hungarian, also his speech, and the 
officials who accompany him will be k but 
never Austrians. | 

But the etiquette of the Vatican causes em ment 
to the whole of Europe. First, the fact that the Pope 
does not recognize the Italian King’s sovereignty over 
the Papal states, prevents any Roman Catholic so ‘ereign 
in Christendom from visiting him. | | 


When Protestant sovereigns, such as King Edward and 
the German Emperor, pay such visits, they must adopt 
subterfuges. ‘lhe Pope must never be visited, as it were, 
from the soil of the King of Italy. | 

Therefore, last year, when the King was in Rome, he 
adopted the device of residing for a while at the British 
College and proceeding to the Vatican in British car- 
riages. Even this was not a strict compliance with eti- 
quette, as the British College is on Italian soil, but it was 
the only possible compromise in the circumstances.

Citrus Culls for Fertilizer. 


OLLOWING is Bulletin No. 14, issued by the 40 
Ff Experiment Station of the Southern Cal- 

ifornia Academy of Sciences. It is written by 
Prof. S. M. Woodbridge. who has gone deeply into the 
study of the citrus by-products. This theory is contrary 
to the general idea that the use of orange culls as a 
fertilizer is injurious. Anything that will aid in utiliz- 
ing fruit that now goes to waste should be welcomed: 

“The large neups of citrus culls seen everywhere 
about Southern California is the cause of this bul- 
letin. 

“The inconsistencies of human life are a part of its 
mysteries. This statement is illustrated by the acts 
of the citrus rancher in the ordinary conduct of his 
business. On every hand we see him hauling manure 
to his ranch, and on the same day, perhaps, hauling 
away to a dump or the wash, many tons of citrus fruit 
culls. It is the purpose of this bulletin to show the 
relative value of manure and cull citrus fruits as plant 
foods, and their value in humus.

“If oranges are well distributed through an orcha 
three to six tons per acre, they can be cultivatel 
during the season, thus keeping the required hun 

in the soil and avoiding the necessity of purchasing 
manure and its consequent disagreeable odor. 

“It is useless to compost oranges, as they make a most 
disagreeable mess, expensive to handle, besides the very 
chemical action that goes on in the compost heap is 
beneficial to the soil and should go on in the orchard. 

“While both farm manure and citrus fruis are go 
fertilizers, and supply that indispensable matter—hu- 
mus—necessary for the best results, it must not be in- 

ferred that either or both of them furnish all the plant 
food that is required to maintain fertility. In sub- 
stantiating this assertion we quote A. B. Griffiths, Ph.D., 
F.RS.. an English authority: ‘Farmyard manure is 
a mixture of the liquid and solid excrements of farm 
animals with straw, etc., used as litter. It is regarded 
as the typical manure by farmers, and others, because 
it is supposed to contain all ‘the’ ingredients required 
for the growth of crops, and also because it causes 
a certain amount of disintegration of the soil, as well 
as warming certain lands. Still it is far from being a 
perfect manure. Soils would become almost barren if 
farmyard manure was the only manure used in this 
country.” 


Storing Fabrics. 


N interesting enterprise, of a kind that is now in 

Los Angeles, although such establishments are 
found in most of the large Eastern cities, is the fabric- 
storage warehouse of the Ice and Cold Storage Com- 
pany, at Fourth street and Central avenue. Here, in 
addition to the storage of perishable articles, such as 
butter and eggs, provision is made for keeping in cold 
storage, fabrics, such as women's clothes, especially 
furs, men's suits, tapestries, rugs and trunks. A mod- 
erate charge is made, according to the value of the ar- 
ticle deposited, including insurance at full valuation 
against fire, theft and moths. The busy moth is not 
entirely destroyed but is kept in abeyance by the low 
temperature the freezing point—although it has 
been found that a temperature of 40 deg. is sufficient to 
secure ample protection against moths and beetles.

Water Develooment at Riverside. 
HE Riverside correspondent of The Times dunn as 
follows, under date of June 3: 
“A tally-ho load of officers and directors of the River- 


side Water Company left the company offices at the cor- 


ner of Sixth and Main streets yesterday morning at 8:30 


for the annual tour of inspection of plants, wells and 


works. What they saw, and the manner in which it was 
impressed upon their mirds, was entirely convincing to 
the examining directors that everything possible is be- 
ing done to increase and protect the water supply of the 
valley and to provide for the exhaustive season which 
is already at hand. One must take the entire trip and 
actually see for himself before he can really appreciate 
how great is the work, and what efforts are being put 
forth to produce the precious liquid which makes it 
possible to keep the converted desert in bloom. 

“Those who composed the inspecting party were Presi- 
dent George Frost, Vice-President and Superintendent 
Francis Cuttle, and Chief Engineer Sanborn; Directors 
W. P. Lett, Janes Boyd, D. P. Chapman, George H. Dole, 
Martin Hoover and C. C. Pond; Guy Packard, Priestly 
Hall, A. F. Clarke, representing the Riverside Press, and 
Frank C. Russell of the Los Angeles Times. 

“The first visit was to the Spring Brook plant, where 
is located the largest pump in the system—a 60-horse- 
power special-made centrifugal pump, speeded at about 
five-sixths of its capacity night and day by a Fairbanks- 
Morse engine burning gas generated from Coalinga crude 
oil. The pump lifts its stream by suction force about 
five feet above the level of the brook, and then shoots it, 
with a 50-horse-power force, through 1550 feet of 22- 
inch steel pipe to a point 57 feet above the level of the 
brook, where it pours a continual flow of 300 inches 
into a cement ditch, carrying it into the lower canal. 

“This plant was only installed this spring, and has 
given eminent satisfaction, bringing into use all 
most the entire flow of Spring Brook, which 
was formerly used by the Riverside Land 
and Irrigating Company on land west of this 
city. The engine is the latest improved pattern of 
Gas is generated from 
crude oil, the Coalinga oil being used as the lightest and 
most easily converted. The pump is of the Krough pat- 
tern, and guarantees a 73 per cent. efficiency—a guar- 
antee for which no cause has yet been found to ques- 
tion. All the pumps and engines used in the new plants 
recently installed by the company are duplicates of those 
used at the Spring Brook plant. 


“The next visit was made to the Jurupa wells, located 


in the Santa Ana River bottom, just inside the county 
division line between San Bernardino and Riverside. 
Here is pumped the water which gives the Jurupa people 
an ever available supply of 300 inches. The Jurupa dis- 


trict gets a direct supply from the river flow below the 


wells, but this failing to meet the needs, the Riverside 
Water Company is required to furnish enough more up 
to 300 inches. This could be done by turning a direct 
supply into the river from their dam, but so great is the 
loss from seapage in the river bottom sands, that it was 
found to be economy to put in and maintain the pumps. 
There are three plants, Nos. 1, 2 and 3, of 25, 20 and 40 
horse power respectively. These are arranged so that a 
flow of anywhere from 25 to 325 inches, in 25-inch stages, 
can be pumped, and thus they can regulate the supply 
called for in the Jurupa ditch. 


“The wells are known as No. 1, being a 137-foot, 12- 
inch well; No. 2, 184 feet with 14-inch casing; and No. 3, 
200 feet with 14-inch diameter. The water in all three is 
only about four feet from the surface. Heretofore the 
power was not arranged to lift the amount of water 
needed at any specified time, the present arrangement 
being much more satisfactory and much more econom- 
ical. 

“The plants farther up the river, in San Bernardino 
county, known as River No. 1 and River No. 2, were next 
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inspected. Here 520 inches of pure, sparkling Wate | 
being drawn out of the sandy bottom by two 
power pumps, and run off down a large cement fume 
increase the supply in the lower canal.

“The first practical thing for the layman to know 
about the application is that steady pressure applied 
over the seat of pain brings relaxation. Relaxation al- 
lows a better circulation of blood: The same result may 
be obtained by heat, but the tools for manipulation are 
always at hand. Sometimes pain is due to a condition 
which is not amenable to pressure. For instance, in- 
flamed areas must not be pressed upon. The vain in 
such cases is increased by pressure, because the exist- 
ing pain is caused by too great blood pressure within 
the tissues, and any additional pressure from without 
simple increases the nerve disturbance. Here we have 
the indication for the use of pressure. Apply it with 
increasing force, e.

skillful treatment. We shall have occasion to apply 
simple pressure in many varied conditions. 

‘We will begin with headache. Dr. A. T. Still, founder 
of the osteopathic system of medicine, states that one 
of the first methods he used for self-treatment, when a 
boy, was the following: ‘One day, when about ten years 
old, I suffered from a headache. I made a swing of my 
father’s plow line between two trees; but my head hurt 
too much to make swinging comfortable, so I let the 
rope down to about eight or ten inches of the ground, 
threw the end of a blanket on it, and I lay down on the 
ground and used the rope for a swinging pillow. Thus 
I lay stretched on my back, with my neck across the 
rope. Soon I became easy and went to sleep—got up 
in a little while with headache all gone. As I knew 
nothing of anatomy, I took no thought of how a rope 
could stop a headache and the sick stomach which ac- 
companied it. I followed that treatment for twenty 
years before the weight of reason reached by brain, and 
I could see that | had suspended the action of the great 
occipital nerves, giving harmony to the flow of the 
arterial blood to and through the veins, and ease was 
the effect, as the reader can see.’

large handkerchief or towel. The best effect is to be 
obtained by tying two knots in the bandage, so that 
they will fit the base of the head. Press the temples 
with the thumb fingers of one hand, while making coun- 
terpressure with the thumb fingers of the other hand 
at points one inch back of the prominent bony emi- 
nences behind the ears. A still better effect is secured 
by a skilled pair of hands. These variations of applying 
the principle that pressure restrains or inhibits nerve 
influence merely indicates how easily one may affect the 
simpler forms of headache. 

“Some forms of headache are cansed by changes in 
the relations of the cervical vertebrae, which disturb 
circulation continuously. Such conditions can only be 
corrected by properly adjusting the bones. In this 
sense, the bones are the cause of the disease (head- 
ache.) This is the foundation of the name ‘osteopathy,’ 
which in a very limited way describes this system of 
medicine, but very definitely designates it. Pressure 
relieves and is partly corrective, but does not reinove 
the cause. The movements used by the osteopath to 
correct faulty relations of bones are corrective, because 
they remove the cause of disturbed nerves and circu- 
lation.

Olive Oil and Digestion. 

HE following communication has been received by 

the editor from Prof. M. E. Jaffa of the University 
of California, who has made a special study of dietetic 
values of fruits and nuts. It was too late for publica- 
tion in the article on olive oil published last week: 

“A few weeks ago I believe you wrote to Prof. IIil- 
gard with reference to the subject of the digestibility 
of oils, taken as such. You stated that Dr. Kellogg of 
the Battle Creek Sanatorium said that he had author- 
ity for the statement that oils taken as such were in- 
jurious, while if they were consumed in nuts or in 
other foods, such as olives, they were not injurious.

Personally I do. not agree with Dr. Kellogg or any- 
body else who makes such statements, because if such 
were true, then eating butter would be decidedly irju- 
rious, and I doubt if such is the case. I have been 
trying to find the German authority, but have not heen 
successful. I have also written to some persons regard- 
ing this matter, and if I hear anything that will be of 
interest to you in this regard I will write, but my pri- 
vate opinion is that there is nothing in it. Naturally, 
the consumption of an excess of any oil or fat will 
lead to digestive disturbances; but that is no reason 
why they should be excluded from the diet of anyone 
who has a liking for them.” 

In reply to this the editor wrote to Prof. Jaffa as fol- 
lows: 

In regard to the question of oil, one objection ad- 
vanced to the use of ‘free’ oil is that it coats the food, 
and so interferes with the action of the gastric juice. 
As to butter, might that not properly be regarded 
as an emulsion? It is certainly beaten up about as much 
as any oil can be beaten.” 

It is evident that hygienists sometimes diffe¥, as well 
as doctors. Intelligent hygienists—like intelligent sci- 
entists—will not allow themselves to be bound down 
by any preconceived set theory or prejudice, but will 
hold themselves open to conviction. 

The question of. starch as a food is another subject 
upon which there is a wide difference of opinion among 
dietitians. The cditor is investigating this subject and 
will shortly have some information to present in re- 
gard to it.

A Good Hygienic Publication. 


NE of the best of the hygienic exchanges that 
come to the editor’s desk is “Medical Talk,” pub- 
lished at Columbus, O., and edited by Dr. C. S. Carr. 
The title of this magazine appears to be somewhat of 
a misnomer, as it is not a medical publication in the 
ordinary sense of the term, but is devoted to hygiene. 
Medical Talk for June, 1994, comes out with a new cover 
that is a great improvement over the old one, on which 
the excessively elongated female was far from graceful. 
This is one of the largest hygienic publications issued, 
containing nearly 100 pages of comparatively small type, 
of which about a third are devoted to advertisements.

Oxygen Through the Stomach. ; 

HETHER or not nitrogen may be absorbed from 


the air, there seems to be no doubt that oxygen 


may be/absorbed through the stomach. 

The consumption of carbonated waters in this coun- 
try is enormous. Some people hold that carbonic acid 
gas is not altogether a wholesome thing to take into 
the stomach, while others claim that it is innocuous or 


even beneficial, being, it is said, destructive to germs. |. 


However this may be, there has for a long time been 
an effort on part of chemists and others to discover 
a good substitute for carbonic acid, especially to dis- 
cover a possible means of utilizing the oxygen from 
the air, which has hitherto been so expensive that it 
could only be used by physicians in extreme cases. 

After lengthy experiments a local inventor devised 
a plan for charging distilled water with pure oxygen, 
at a cost that enables the product to be sold for a price 
very little in excess of that charged for the carbonized 
waters. This water is put up by the Ice and Cold Stor- 
age Company of San Francisco, at its immense plant 
down near the river. A visit to this establishment is 
interesting, as showing the extreme to which human 
ingenuity may go in providing for absolute cleanliness 
and purity in the manufacture of waters and drinks 
of various kinds. For instance, air that is used in the 
water is all filtered through cottons wool that has been 
made antiseptic, and is frequently charged, while even 
the corks used in the bottles are sterilized and then un- 
derlaid with pure tin. 

The new oxygenized water is a pure double-distilled 
water, thoroughly denerated and then charged with 
pure oxygen under heavy pressure In each fluid pint 
there are said tc be two and a half pints of free 
oxygen, but all of this is ‘not obtainable, by reason of 
the release of pressure when the bottle is uncorked. 
The amount of free oxygen obtained by the patient will, 
it is said, closely approximate fifty per cent. of the 
Water consumed. That is to say, for each two cubic 
inches of water swallowed one cubic inch of free oxy- 
gen goes with it. 

Those who wish to try the experiment of introduc- 
ing free oxygen into the system through the agency 
of the stomach may like to give this product a trial. 
Don't forget, however, to continue to introduce plenty 
of pure oxygen into the system through the lungs.

Spring in California. 
WHEN AND WHERE IT COMES IN 
NORTH AND SOUTH. 
By a Special Contributor. 
. E are so used to hearing that we have no seasons | 
* W in California that we accept the statement as a 
faet, and constantly lament our lack of beauteous 
spring, gorgeous autumn, and invigorating winter, as it 
such natural phenomena did not occur within our bor- 
ders. It is true that, along our coast and in the central 
valleys, one time blends so closely into the other that we 
who are natives know the conventional season only 
| through the literature of other climes. Here, the first 
rains, whether they come in October or in December, 
awaken the earth spirit, and while the calendar marks 
winter, we revel in the flood tide of spring blossom. 

On the Atlantic Coast, winter shows himself a cruel 
despot, and the land watches eagerly for the first sign 
of his waning power. There is open rejoicing when the 
pussy willow answers to the early bluebird’s call. Then 
winter, in sullen disgust, suddenly withdraws, and spring 
rushes in-with tumultuous exuberance of spirit, and men 
bow down before her in worship. 

On our coast, winter is so genial that we hardly recog- , 
nize him from his sister spring, with whom he walks 
hand in hand. We do not realize when he takes his de- 
parture and leaves her in charge, and so we have no 

* strong impression of her vitality. 

g But not all California lies along the coast or in the 
Tentral valleys. A goodly proportion of our square miles 
. is spread out in the Sierra region, and there we get the 
genuine seasons our Eastern brethren sing of. They do 


5 not occur at the exact date set in the almanac, but in 
other respects, they are quite similar. If one wants to 
i. enjoy in California a conventional spring, let him go, in 
11 June, anywhere in the Sierras above 6000 feet. The 
a peaks are then mantled in white and the snow drifts ex- 


tend far down into the glades and cafions. The pines 
and cedars. the hemlocks and junipers, are deeply green 
‘ against the dazzling background, but all the deciduous 
ie trees and shrubs stand stark and nude. As one watches, 
the leaf buds seem to swell under his eyes, and in a few 
days there is a sudden burst of green along the streams 
and in the low woods. The trembling aspen, the alder, 
the willow, the cherry, the spiraea and their kindred, 
give most of the new color. The delicate hue of the birch 
and the sunlit green of the beech, which give such -infinite 
beauty to the Atlantic spring, are missing, but the greens 
7 present are more exquisite than we ever get down at our 
coast level. Perhaps the haste of their bursting forth 
makes them less hardy and more beautiful. 


As with the leaves, so with the flowers. At the begin- 


1 ning of a week, a little meadow will be piled white. Ina 
‘ = few days, the snow has disappeared and a soft green rests 
3 the eye. By the week end. it is bestarred with blossoms. 


The suddenness of the bloom fairly takes away one's 
breath. The violets, blue, yellow, and white, and the 
hound’s tongue, come out first, but they are quickly fol- 
lowed by a most imposing procession of beauties. When 
the snow has just melted, one frequently finds the beauti- 
ful snowplant, one ruddy glow from root to bell-crowned 
apex. Poets have given a wrong impression of this 
plant’s habits. For the beauty of the description, they 
picture its cardinal arising from the pure white snow, 
and have bestowed upon it the figurative name, Sangre de 
Cristo. As a matter of fact, the snow plant does not 
arise until the white sheet has enirely disappeared in its 
near vicinity. However, its graceful bells are beautiful 
enough in themselves, without any heightening color 
contrast. 

Along marshy edges, the shooting star, or cyclamen, 
grows in abundance, in many places the blossoms being 
larger than the best specimens produced in our conser- 
vatories. Intermingling with it, the marsh marigold . 
riots, with creamy petals lined with palest blue and with 
full heart of golden stamens. b 

The flowers of the Sierras, for all their delicacy and 
beauty, seem of a militant order. They follow up the 
snow banks closely, seizing each tiny, foothold relin- 
quished, until finally every mountain side is carpeted 
with blossoms. Nature is more chary of red than of any 
other color in her flowers, but in California she is more 
generous with it than in any other part of the world. 
The Sierran slopes fairly blaze with every shade and tint 
of red castilleaes, and with columbines which nod from 
six-foot stems. The plants seem to know that their sea- 
son is short, and they push out tall stems and magnificent 
blossoms to live as fully as possible while they may. 
The royal purple larkspur often towers ten feet, and be- 
side it the white false hellebore makes a goodly advance. 
Where the white Washington lily ceases to climb, the 
tawny little Alpine lily begins. It ascends to the moun- 
tain top in company with blue forget-me-nots, yellow ar- 
nica, white daisies, lavender asters, pink elephants’ 
. heads, scarlet buglers, magenta spiraea. But no need to 
- enumerate the blossoms. They are all wonderful, from 
the fairy-belled white heather to the giant azaleas. 
Many are similar to our coast varieties; some are more | 
like the flora of the East than are any of the specimens at 
dur bay altitude. For instance, the buttercup is smaller 
and more generally five-petaled. All are worth viewing, 
whether for scientifie study or for mere love of beauty. 

As they live quickly, it is only mid-August when heir 
fruit is ripe and the shrubs take their last revel before 
the winter sbuts them in again. Then the rowan berry, 
or mountain ash, the wild currant, and the scarlet and 
- cardinal berries of many a small shrub mingle with the 
loca ves of the vine maple and present a creditable bit of 
autumnal beauty. The cliffs take on new hues, and 
everywhere bronzes, reds, golds, purples, delight the eye. 
Then, winter closes in and the mountains are wrapped 
in too deep a silence for man to penetrate.

State. The spring tide of the Sierras will inspire and 
delight him just as the similar season does his fellow 
citizen of the East, but when he considers the severe 
winter which must precede the invigorating thriil, he 
will generally conclude that a country without empha- 
sized seasons is good enough to spend one’s life in.

THE CITY OF MUKDEN. 


SOMETHING ABOUT ONE OF THE CENTERS OF 
WORLD INTEREST IN THE ORIENT. 


[London Mail:] In the eyes of the Manchurians, there 
is but one holy city in the world. It is Mukden, where 
are the ineffably venerated tombs of the ancestors of the | 
imperial family of China. 


Among Chinese, Japanese and Koreans the most sacred | 


objects are the family graves; their most cherished per- 
sonal possessions are the memorial tablets on which are 
inscribed the names of, those buried in these sepulchers. 
The worship of their fathers and their fathers’ fathers 
is at the bottom of their souls the one fundamental * 
abiding religion. 

East and north of the city of Mukden lie the imperial 
tombs, among them those of the father and grandfather 


of the first Manchu Emperor of China, and of others who 


have sat on the great dragon throne. 


It was about the middle of the seventeenth 2 
that the Manchu Prince of Mukden swoeped down on the 
north of China, and in a decisive and sanguinary battle 
at Shan Hai Kwan overthrew the power of the last of the 
emperors of the Ming dynasty, placing his own line upon 
the throne of the “middle kingdom.“ For the greater 
part of the period covered by the reigns of the Ming sov- 
ereigns Mukden was a small, unimportant town; it rose 
into prominence after the Manchus had made it their 
capital, and though the victors soon abandoned it for 
Peking, it steadily increased in size and population. 
Survivals of its former state as an imperial place of resi- 
dence are still to be seen in the ruinous ancient palace, a 
miniature of that at Peking, which stands near the cen- 
ter of the city, and in the temples to heaven and to earth, 
where sacrifices are offered in the name of the Emperor. 


Today the population of Mukden is considerably above 
a quarter of a million, and the city itself, which is 
largely modelled, though on a smaller scale, on Peking, 
presents a fine and even imposing appearance. It com- 
pares more than favorably: with the majority of east- 
ern cities. The station on the Chinese Eastern Railway, 
the Harbin-Port Arthur branch of the Trans-Asian or 
Trans-Siberian Railway, is rather more than a mile from 
the city, and on alighting from the train the splendid 
sixty-feet-high brick walls which surround the inner town 
immediately strike the eye. The inner town is in thé 
form of a square a mile wide, and entrance into it is 
gained by eight noble gates surmounted by watch towers 
and batteries. The suburbs extend for a mile on all sides 
of the walls, and are enclosed within a rampart of earth. 

The headquarters of the Russian military resident are 
situated to the south of the old palace, and here, at this 
moment probably, Admiral Alexieff sits and ponders the 
ruin he has wrought, with the sound of the Japanese ad- 
vance ever in his ears. In the northeastern suburb are 
the Russian church, school, and post and telegraph 
offices; in the immediate neighborhood are the Russian 
military headquarters, and all around are the camps of 
the Russian soldiers. 

Mukden has also a Chinese garrison with a Tartar gen- 
eral in command. Reports have recently appeared in the 
press stating that the Russians have brought pressure to 
bear on the Chinese soldiers to withdraw from the place; 


but the latter, fearing the wrath of Peking if they aban- 
doned the city of the imperial ans have stubbornly re- 


fused to leave. 
And now Mukden has suddenly and 3 leaped 
into the eye of the world. , 


A RADIUM CLOCK. 
A radium clock, which will keep time indefinitely, 
has been constructed by Mr. Harrison Martindale of 
England. The principle of this apparatus is simplicity 
itself, the registration of time being made in two-min- 
ute beats, while its function is to exhibit the dissipation 
of negatively-charged alpha and beta rays by radium. 
The clock comprises a small tube, in which is placed 
a minute quantity of radium supported in an exhausted 
glass vessel by 3 quartz rod. To the lower end of the 
tube, 
dium, an electroscope formed of two long leaves or 
strips of silver is attached. A charge of electricity in 
which there are no beta rays is transmitted through 
the activity of the radium into the leaves, and the lat- 
ter thereby expand until they touch the sides of the 
vessel, connected to earth by wires, which instantly 
conduct the electric charge, and the leaves fall to- 
gether. This simple operation is repeated incessantly 
every two minutes until the radium is exhausted, which 
in this instance, it is computed, will occupy thirty 
thousand years.—([Scientific American. 


DIRTY STAGE MIRROR. 


Whenever a looking-glass appears in a scene in a 
play above a fireplace, in a sideboard or a cabinet, one 
is almost sure to hear somebody ask his or her neigh- 
bor why the glass has been smeared with whiting or 
soap, or something that dulls its surface completely. 
All sorts of reasons are hazarded or suggested. Some- 
times it is stated that it is done for luck, at others that 
they did not intend to leave it dirty. The real explana- 
tion is, however, a simple one. The glass is dirtied 
to prevent the illusion of the scene being destroyed, 
as it certainly would be if the audience saw in it the 
reflection of themselves, or, worse still, the reflection 
of the people in the wings carrying on the business of

inches. If we had an established circular unit of meas- 
urement we could readily compute that a circle 32 feet 
in diameter would be equal to 1024 circles 1 foot in diam- 
eter, whereas it requires nice calculation to tell it would 


be a little more than 804 square feet, and it is this prob- 


lem of discovering the connecting link between the 
dimensions of a square and a circle which has baffled 
the mathematicians for centuries. 
A mathematician would tackle our grindstone problem 
by getting the approximate number of square inches con- 
~tained in a circle of 22 inches diameter, deducing the 
number of inches allowed for the center hole, and then 
figuring out the size of the concentric circle, which would 
represent the half of the remainder. 


That would give only an approximately correct answer. 

The proper answer is based upon the principle that the 
areas of circles may be computed from the squares of 
their diameters. The diameter of the original stone is 
exactly seven times the diameter of the center hole, 
therefore the area of the whole circle inclosed by the cir- 
cumference of the stone is forty-nine times the area of 
the center hole. 


Compared with the center hole, the area of the stone 


proper is forty-eight parts of this total, being the area 
of the hole deducted from the total area. As, by ihe 
terms of the problem one-half of these forty-eight parts, 
or twenty-four parts, and the area of the circle inclosed 
by the rim of this remaining stone will be twenty-four 
parts plus the center hole, or twenty-five parts. This 
twenty-five parts is exactly twenty-five times the area of 
the center hole, as before stated. The area of the two 
circles being in the proportion as the square of their di- 
ameters, we deduce from this that the diameter of the 
larger circle must be that number of times the smaller 
one, which is represented by the number of times that the 
square root of the smaller area is contained in the square 
root of the larger area, which is five times, and five times 
317 inches equals 15 5-7 inches, which is the diameter 
of the stone left after it has been worn down, and conse- 
quently the answer to the problem.

The corps of naval constructors, United States Navy,

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THE CRAZY CLOCK OF ZURICH.

Swiss tourists will recognize in the accompanying sketch a deserted church in a lonely spot near the outskirts of 
Zurich, and have doubt less been told the weird story of its bewitched clock.

MURILLO. 


A SPANISH PAINTER WHO NEVER TRAVELED 
OUTSIDE OF His OWN COUNTRY. 

When the artist Murillo was born in Spain in 1618, Van 
Dyke had lived in England to celebrate his fortieth birth- 
day, and his quaint little Stuart baby holding the apple 
in his chubby hands was already familiar to art lovers, 
as well as many other pictures of royal children of that 
country. 

Guido Reni in Italy had painted his beautiful “Aurora,” 
and Rembrandt was a little Dutch boy eleven years old. 

Rembrandt and Murillo had much in common. Per- 
haps the two men were as much alike as a Dutchman and 
a Spaniard could be. Both saw the picturesque in beg- 
gar’s rags, both painted homely, commonplace things, 
not imaginative, like Guido Reni’s “Aurora,” nor the chil- 
dren of a king, like Van Dyke. 

One can hardly think of a country with more pictures 
of all sorts in its streets and its buildings, than Murillo’s 
native country, Spain. What beautiful stories and poems

While in his uncle’s studio he had a companion who 
was also studying art, but who became weary, and long- 
ing to see the world, entered the army. He went to the 
rich lowland cities of Holland, seeing everything with an 
artist’s eye, rather than as a soldier sees, and, as he be- 
held the treasurcsof art, there, and later in London, saw 
Van Dyke’s paintings, his love for his art came back, and 
he returned to Seville full of admiration and eager to tell 
Hearing these stories of 
travel and study, made Murillo long for foreign sights, 
and he, too, determined to go abroad and see what he 
might learn. So in some rude garret-room he painted 
scores of pictures, such as he thought would sell in 
the weekly market and help pay his way. They were 
sold, many of them finding their way to America 
and to the West Indies, and with the money received for 
them, Murillo started on his travels. But, instead of tak- 
ing ship for Naples, or Antwerp in Holland, he went on 
foot to Madrid, and when he reached there footsore and 
weary, he sought the noted artist Velasquez, who was

ters. Washington Irving’s tales of the Alhambra have, I 
im sure, made pictures in all our minds, and Longfellow 
and Lowell have both charmed us in their rhymes. 
There were beautiful gardens and buildings, and splen- 
fid public squares, and the Interiors of the churches and 
palaces were rich with paintings. 

But the boyhood of this artist was not spent in palaces, 
lor he was not even in moderate circumstances; he was 
rery poor. 

His parents intended him for a priest, but he very 
varly showed his talent in another direction by scrawling 
pictures on all the convenient walls; pictures, too, that 
were above the ordinary, and convinced even his parents 
that he was born for an artist. They were quite willing 
to have him learn to be an artist, and at an early age he 
was sent to the studio of his uncle to grind paint for 
that worthy, and in return be taught the principles of 
painting. 

His uncle was very careful, and took great pains to 
teach him the nature of the different colors and how to 
mix them; how to prepare the canvas, and handle the 
palette and brushes. He was in turn a very apt and 
ger pupil, and ina few years equaled his master. 
When the young artist was about twenty-two the uncle 
went to Cadiz to live, and Murillo was left with empty 
pockets to make his own way in the world; his parents 
were probably dead, as we hear no more of them. What 
could he do, a penniless young artist, to earn his living? 

In front of the great church of All Saints, in Seville, it 
was the custom to hold a weekly market. Here iner- 
thants came to sell their wares, and country people their 
produce. Gypsies and monks elbowed one another. and 
with the citizens were beggars, and street artists, priests, 
and traders from. other lands. Down to this market 
went our young artist, his canvases mounted and pre- 
pared, his brushes and colors ready, and he was shrewd 
enough to paint a Madonna for 4 monk, and to paint over 
a holy family and work in a flower piece, or a Spanish 
girl for a dashing cavalier. In this way he made his liv- 
Ing, and managed to improve in workmanship el the 
time, for such rapid work required dexterity, and was 
good practice. 

Great numbers of these pictures were bought by mer- 
ehants and shipped to Mexico and South America, and

From this time on, Murillo had an easier life., The 
court painter was kind o him, taking him to live in his 
own house. There were fine galleries, with pictures by 
old Italian masters, and it was like wenderland to the 
artist of the market place. 

The result was that his journey ended here, for he 
never went further from his native city, and after three 
years of study and work, went home again. 

The Franciscan monks in Seville had a very fine con- 
vent. The amount of money offered for its decoration 
was so small that none of the artists of that city would 
undertake it, but Murillo was so needy and friendless, in 
his own city, and he was eager to do something to show 
his ability. So he was given the work, and his genius 
made the convent famous. 

In Murillo’s day, Seville was the richest city in Spain. 
Its grand cathedral, its royal palace of the Alcazar, the 
160 towers on the old Saracenic walls, its 140 churches, 
its Moorish houses, and the Golden Tower of Caesar—he 
loved them all, and long before his work in the convent 
was finished, he had made up his mind that he would 
never leave his native country, to travei in foreign lands. 

From this time on, the story of his life is a story of 
work. He seems never to have had an idic moment. 


We know few of the details of his private life, except 


that he married a high-born lady, and had two sons and 
a daughter. He died at the age of 63, from an injury 
caused by a fall from a scaffolding in a convent where 
he was painting an altar piece. Seville has honored him 
with a bronze statue, for the Spanish people have always 
loved him since he first began to fill their qhurches and 
convents with religious pictures, and two tablets have 
also been erected to his memory, one in the Academy of 
Arts, and one near his home. Murillo’s paint- 
ings all show the Spanish love of color. He was 
by nature the painter of the. common people. 
His beggar boys, his peasant’. girls, his homely 
every-day scenes seem full of life, and we almost 
wonder that he tried to paint anything else. 
But, at that time, there was a great demand for pictures 
of religious subjects. Money was given freely for the 
decoration of churches and convents, and it was to be 
expected that he would turn toward this work, since he 
nocde make his living eamehow.
